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FRENCH TROOPS FOR TCNQUIN.

A STRONG FORCE TO BE DISPATCHED—AN 
UNDERSTANDING WITH ENGLAND. 

Paris, May 29.—The Temps estimates 
the nunfber of troops to be sent to Tonquin 
from Cochin China at 1,200. This force, 
it says, will enable Gen. Bouet, the 
French commander, to maintain his 
position at Hanoi until the arrival of the 
force to be sent from France. The latter is 


to reach Tonguin about July 10. 

. Tricou, now French Minister to Japan, 
is expected to arrive at Pekin soon to re- 
place M. Bourée, the present representa- 
tive there. The Chinese Embassy in Paris, 
in accordance with a request of M. Challemel- 
Lacour, Minister of Foreign Affairs, has tele- 

phed to the Chinese Government asking 
Bat M. Tricou be received without awaiting 
the arrival of his credentials.

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UR. MBRRIOK'S GREAT SPHEOH. 


THE STAR ROUTE THIEVES UNEASY UNDER 
HIS SEVERE REBUKES. 


WasHincton, May 29.—The second in- 
stallment of Mr. Merrick’s summing-up speech 
was 4 stronger and more convincing presenta- 
tion of the Government’s case ugainst the star 
route thieves than the first. To those 
whojhave not threaded the mazes of this 
extraordinary trial it is almost impossible 
to convey an idea of the difficulty of 
showing the guilt of the offenders by such a 
bandling of the facts as will bring the crime 
distinctly before a jury. To the defense the 
mass of facts have appeared to be a shield at 
times, and the defendants’ counsel have in- 
geniously manipulated them so as constantly 
to conceal the principles they have violated. 
Mr. Merrick, on the contrary, is employing 
just so much of the evidence as he 
finds necessary to illustrate the principles 
he seeks to keep constantly before the jury. 


That he impresses the jury deeply is apparent 
to every listener, and- his. speech to-da 

has been commented upon and commended by 
competent judges of such efforts as one of 
the clearest, keenest, and most powerful argu- 
ments heard at the Bar of the District in years. 
Its effect upon the defendants’ counsel was 
palpable. They were never easy, and fre- 
quently manifested their uneasiness by inter- 
ruptions, which stimulated Mr. Merrick to 
make sharp and pertinent replies. Mr. Mer- 
rick is far from well and is obliged to take 
extremely care of himself to avoid break- 
ing down at this critical period. He took oc- 
casion to-day to pay a warm compliment to 
Mr. P. H. Woodward for his services to the 
Government in the star route cases: He will 
resume on Thursday and may finish on Friday. 


QUIET AFTER THE “MINERS R10T. 


— > —— 
THE MINERS WORKING AS USUAL-—THE 
FIRING BY THE TROOPS PROVOKED. 


Sr. Lovis, May 29.—Dispatches from BPelle- 
ville, Tll., state that everything is quiet there this 
merning. The Reinick Mine. where the riot oc- 
curred lastevening, is working this morning un- 
der,the protection of the militia. This isa machine 
mine, which does not employ regular miners, 
and it was working yesterday under an agreement 
made with the miners some daysago. If any fur- 
ther trouble ocours, it will be at mines some. dis- 
tance from bere, which, at this writing, have not 
been heard from. The Sheriff reports ali quiet at 
pits in this immediate vicinity. The streets of tbis 
citv are crowded with miners and citizens discuss- 
ing the events of yesterday. 

Frederick Hoffmaster, the glass-blower who was 
killed in yesterday's encounter, came from Pitts- 
burg. He had been in Belleville two weeks. The 
giass-blowers at Belleville are on strike, and some 
of them were with the striking miners yesterday, 
which accounts for Hoffmaster’s presence at 
Reinick Mine. 

There seems to be no doubt that Deputy Sheriff 
Anthony ordered the troops to fire on the mob, 
but not until several pistol-shots had been fired by 
the strikers, two of them aimed directly at An- 
thony and Gen. Reese, who were standing by the 
side of the train consulting as to what should be 
done. 

Later dispatches from Belleville say the tone of 
the press there this morning was favorable to 
the strikers, and that many of the citizens 
are on their side, believing that the militia acted 
very hastily and did wrong in firing on the 
crowd. The prisoners, 82 in number, were 
Drought into town about noon, and a 


great crowd met them atthe depot. The entire 
fice force of the city and a number of 
eputy Sheriffs were present to maintain 
order. The men were taken to Squire Medart’s 
office, where, after a consultation between 
R. W. D. Holden, State Attorney, and R. A. 
Holbert and Edward Thomas, counsel for 
the prisoners, the latter were released on 
their own recognizance, after which the 
great crowd of strikers present took them 
in charge and araded through Court- 
house Square wit) them. Coroner Bader 
impaneled a jury of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence, and an inquest on the body of 
the dead miner was begun. It is expected 
to take a wice range. After the strikers 
had paraded through the _ streets Messrs. 
Holbert and Themas, their counsel, made speeches 
advising them to refrain from congregating in 
crowds, and Charles Nesbit, President of the Dis- 
trict Union, urged them to keep quiet and await 
the result of an investigation. 
The inguest began about noon. All the officers 
testified that the miners fired the first shots 
last evening, and 15 witnesses, 5 0 
them women, swore that the troops fired 
first. The inquest will be continued to-morrow. 
All the miners in the district have been 
ordered out and a great demonstration 
will be made. The miners are now ready 
to arbitrate. A committee of three has been ap- 
pointed to meet with the Board ot Trade of Belie- 
ville and to consult with the miners and effect if 
possible some compromise under which the men can 
return to work. The Governor has ordered the 
militia away from Reinecke’s mine, and 20 Deputy 
Sheriffs are now on guard there. 


COLLINSVILLE, IIl., May 29.—Abbey mines 
Nos. 8 and 4 are working with a full complement 
of men, and no trouble is anticipated, The men 
at work, many of whom have been in the employ 
of the company fora numberof years, are satis- 
fied and willing to work. They are paid by the 
day at wages that were fixed when the miners 
were receiving 3 cents per bushel at the other 
mines, and the wages are entirely satisfactory. 
While the wages of other miners have been re- 
duced from 33 to 50 per cent,, the pay of the men 
employed has not been reduced at all. The at- 
tempt to stop these mines was merely an effort to 
stop the supply of coal for St. Louis, and there 
were no demands for increase of pay. 

Aspecial Grand Jury has been convened at 
Edwardsville by Judge Snyder for the purpose of 
indicting those who composed the mob which took 
possession of mine No. 4 and maltreated the 
men employed there. There are no indica- 
tions of mob Jaw in this vicinity to-day, 
and from the expressions of citizens of this iocal- 
ity beard :on allsides it would not be well for a 
mob of any kind to assemble with the idea of vio- 
lating the law again by attempting to ivterfere 
with the rights of others. 
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CONFLICTING REPURTS ABOUT CROOK. 

Tucson, Arizona, May 28.—Gen. Crook is 
reported to have hada battle with the Apaches 
near Guayeanope, in the Sierra Madre Mountains. 
The force of Gen. Crook numbered 1,500, and that of 
the Apaches 400. Fifty Indians were killed. Gen. 
Crook’s loss is not stated. 


Eveninga—A_ dispateh received from Hermosillo 
contradicts the report that Gen. Crook had a 
battle with the Apaches on the 18th inst., 
and says that if an engagement had  oc- 
eurred the authorities at that place would 
have heard of it. The fact is that Gen. 
Crook has been so maligned and such abusive re- 
ports have been sent over the eountry from some 
of the Arizona and Texas papers that he is keep- 
ing bis movements quiet, and it will be impossible 
to getvany news from him until he has driven the 
Apaches from their stronghold and the Indian 
question in Arizona is settled. 

San FRaNcisco, May 29.—An Associated 
Press dispatch from Tombstone announces the ar- 
rival of two men from the Mexican head-quarters. 
They report that news was hourly expected from 
Gen. Crook. but upto the time of their departure 
none had been received. They state that no re- 
port had reached the head-quarters of the 
Army of Northern Mexico of an engage- 
ment between Gen. Crook and the 
Apaches. When informed that such news had 
been received they considered jit doubtful, saying 
that if an engagement had occurred news would

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MISHAPS TO VESSELS. 
Lonpoyn, May 29.—The American bark

were saved. It is expected that the vessel will be 
a total wreck.

A DESTROYING WHIRLWIND

A WIDE PATH SWEPT ‘ CLEAR 
THROUGH INDIANA. . 
DEVASTATION IN SEVERAL COUNTIES— 
HOUSES BLOWN TO PIECES AND TREES 
TORN TO S8PLINTERS—MANY PERSONS 
KILLED. 

SHELBYVILLE, Ind., May 29.—A disastrous 
cyclone struck this section of the State at 6 o’clock 
last night, and swept a clean path through Shelby 
and Johnson Counties, varying in width from 200 
yards to a mile. At Edinburg many houses 
were unroofed. The steeple on the Methodist 
Church was blown overonto the parsonage, oc- 
cupied by the Rev. C.,W. Lee. Mr. Lee, with his 
family, had left the house only a few moments bve- 
fore. The building was ¢rushed as though it had 
been an egg-shel!l. The barn of Jarrett Deming was 
pulverized. In the barn at the time were Mr. Dem- 
ing's son Johnandahired man. Young Deming was 
killed and the hired man was seriously injured. 
The tornado then bounded along to Flat Rock, 
where a farm owned by Martin Higgins was swept 
clear of over 500 trees. From this point southerly 
and westerly barns and houses were toppled over 
for miles. Some farm-houses were lifted 50 feet in 
theair. At and around John Shaw’s place 25 acres of 
timber were torn into slivers. The wind then cut 
a swath over 100 yards wide through 30acres of tim- 


ber owned by John Wiliiams, and completely lev- 
eled 20 acres of trees near by. A dozen houses 
were lifted, brought together by the whirlwind, 
and deposited in a pasture. At Norristown, 
the next village visited by the cyclone, every 
house in the place was wrecked in less than 
three minutes, Although only about 6:30 o’clock, 
it was now quite dark. vivid flashes of light- 
ning shooting out from the olouds. Two 
barns were . struck simultaneously by 
the electric fluid and literal! lapped 
up by the flames. Other barns were en up into 
the clouds, The storm then crossed the line into 
— County, where it did almost incalculable 
amage. 


TERRE Haute, Ind., May 29.—The tornado 
of yesterday occurred some distance south of this 
place, and in a region entirely cut off from 
telegraphic communication, so that it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to gather the details of tbe 
disaster. The tornado, which came with terrific 
force from the north-west, swept everything 
in its path At Clay City the bank 
building was demolished. The loss of life is 
reported at 15 or 20. At Neal’s Mill, a village four 
miles south-east of Clay City, immense dam- 
age was wrought. A large bridge was entirely 
destroyed and many awellings were demolished. 
Lancaster, which was in the path of the storm, 
also suffered greatly. The Catholic church, the 
mill, and many houses were wrecked. Seven per- 
sons are known to have been killed. Patricksburg 
was next visited by the funnel-shaped terror, and 
the little town was badly torn up. Two 
saw mills and a flour mill were de- 
stroyed. Many families only escaped death 
by taking refuge in the cellar. The Christian 
church was blown to the _ ground, and 
the Bible was afterward found in the 
fence, open at the twenty-fourth chapter of 
Matthew, in which Christ foretelis of the destruc- 
tion of thetemple. This incident created a deep 
impression on many minds, some of whom 
were convineed that the end of the 
world was near. The storm is next heard 
of in the vicinity of Edinburg, the county 
seat of Johnson County, and 980 miles 
south ef Indianapolis. The disaster at this point 
assumed serious proportions. Near Greensburg 
the line of the Cineinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis 
and Chicago Railroad crossed the path of the 
storm. A tree thrown on the railroad track would 
have wrecked a passenger train but for the watch- 
fulness of the enyineer and the instantaneous ap- 
plication ot the air-brakes. 

All thfough the centre of the 
far north as Lafayette there 
of the cyclonic visitation. a point 
where a bridge crossed Eel River eight 
or ten persons, some of them being in a 
wagon, sought shelter on the bridge. The bridgo 
was shattered, and men. women, wagon, 
and mules went into the river together. 
Joseph Seeley and Mrs. Hay were killed outright 
and five persons were injured. The mules escaped 
without a soratch. At Denmark Post Office, a 
hamlet about five miles east of Clay City, there 
were nine persons gathered in the honse of John 
Craft. The inmates saw the blaek cloud with its per- 
— front moving steadily toward them. The 
ighter clouds were velow rolling up in front 
and then over the top of the hiack 
monster. It is described as an appalling sight. 
All started for the cellar four 
reached that retreat in satety, ve who 
had not been able to get into the cel- 
Jar before the hurricane struck the house 
were killed in the wreck. The house was 
torn to pieces, and the five persons were earried 
with the timbers, being shockingly mutilat- 
ed. The hurricane lasted only five minutes, 
but while it prevailed the darkness was intense. 
Reports of further loss of life dre coming in, but 
several days must elapse before the extent of the 
ne done by the Indiana cyclone is fully meas- 
ured.

UNION COLLEGE FACULTY DEFENDED. 
ScHENECTADY, N, Y., May 29.—The students 
of Union College haye, in a quiet way, taken 
quite as much interest in the long conflict be- 
tween President Potter and the Faeulty as those 
more actively concerned in the troubles. Until 
yesterday, however, they have never “taken 


sides” in the controversy in any _ pub- 
lic way. One -of the methods of _at- 
tack adopted by the friends of President 
Potter bas been the frequent publication in certain 
newspapers of insinuations and innuendoags that the 
members of the Faculty opposed to the President 
were actrjated by improper motives. As arule the 
Professors and students of Union College are on 
the best of terms, and the students have not been 
at all pleased with these indirect reflections on 
their teachers. The feeling reached a point yester- 
day, when the members of the Senior Class held an 
indignation meeting, and warmly indorsed tno 
Faculty. 

After several speeches had been made the class 
adopted a series of resolutions declaring thata 
four years’ intimate acquaintance with the mem- 
bers of the Faculty against whom the innuendoes 
are directed warranted them in declaring that 
these Professors “possess too high a sense of 
honor, too sound judgment, too perfect integrity, 
and too much bumanity.to bring the charges of 
uptrustworthiness and incompetency against any 
one from any unworthy motive whatsoever.” 
Only five votes were recorded against the resolu- 
tions, which, the Seniors say, originated wholly 
among themselves. 
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A MYSTERIOUS LACE ROBBERY. 
CLEVELAND, May 29.—The particulars of a 
large lace robbery in the retail dry goods store of 
Hower & Higbee, on Superior-street, have just 
been reported to the police. On opening the store 
Monday morning it was discovered that from 
$1,000 to $1,500 worth of lace was missing. No 


door or window was open or showed any signs of 
having been tampered with. Mr. Hower, one of 
the firm, says he is positive that no one broke into 
the store. If entranco was effected from the out- 
side, it was by means of skeleton keys. Possibly 
the thief secreted himself in the store before it was 
closed for the night.’ It is not known how much 
property was taken, but the amount will reach 
$1,500, the firmsay. Other persons who claim to 
know, and who are connected with the store, say 
the loss will reach from $5,000 to $20,000. The 
matter has been kept very quiet, and was not in- 
tended to be made public. The police are busy 
working up the ease, and it is stated on good au- 
thority that the robbery was done in a systematic 
manner by oneof the clerks employed in the store. 
Itiseven claimed that the police havea clue, and 
bave fastened the crime on one of the clerks.

ATLANTA POST OFFICE DEFALCATION, 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 29.—The attempted sui- 
cide of Assistant Postmaster Nall has deepened 
the interest of office-seekers in Post Office matters. 
Nall now claims that he is entitled to credits which 
have not been granted him, and that years ago he 
assumed the $2,000 deficit of a friend. Postmaster 
Conley has.dismissed Nall from the office. Con- 
ley’s term expires in July. He has heid the office 
eight years. It is claimed thut numerous defalca- 
tions and violations of trust by his employes show 
that he isnot fitted to cope with the wickedness 
of ordinary humanity. Farrow and Bryant aro 
both working for succession, but it is said that 
President Arthur inclines to Jonathan Norcross, 
the last Republican who ran for Governor of Geor- 
gia.

A DARING RAILWAY PASS FORGER. 


ARREST OF A FORMER CLERK IN CHICAGO 
AFTER 8WINDLING MANY RAILWAYS. 
CHicaGo, May 29.—A clever young man 
named Ray A. Potter, formerly a respectable clerk 
in the employ of the New-England Transportation 
Company, the son of highly respectable parents 
and the husband of an accomplished young lady, 
Was arrested by the Chicago-avenuo police ata 
late hour Monday evening ani placed in a cell at 
that station. The arrest was the result of the com- 
bined efforts of an Omaha representative of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, Humphrey Moynahan, and 


Detectives Haas and Whalen. The indiscretion 
which bas brought about the young man’s down- 
tall isan ability to closely imitate the signatures 
of railway officials, which he has exercised to beat 
several railroads ina rather unusual manner. On 
May 17 Potter presented himself at the cffice of 
Mr. P. L. Kimball, General Manager of the Union 
Pacific Railroad at Omaha, and handed him a 
letter written upon a Peansylvania Company's 
blank and purporting to bear the signature of Mr. 
William Thaw, Second Vice-President of the Penn- 
sylvania Company. 

The letter represented that the Pennsylvania 
Company would be uader obligations to the 
Union Pacific if it would issue to the bearer, 
George Burnett and his friend, Calvia Drummond, 
am geet of the Pennsylvania Company, passes to 
Red Rock, Montana. The letter was dated Ma 
11, and bore the stamp of the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Company, and the passes 
were issued. Two days later advices from Mr. 


~Thaw made it appear that he had issued no such 


letter, and a telegram sent to Columbus, Neb., 
caught Messrs. Burnett and Drummond on the 
train, and they were sent back to Omaha. Here it 
was developed that the George Burnett who had 
presented the letter was not the one traveling on 
the pass. When an investigation was made it ap- 
peared that Burnett and Drummond were all 
right; that they hailed from Chicago, where they 
had been employed by the Deering Reaper Works; 
that Potter, the scheming young man, had offered 
to get them transportation to Red Rock for $90, 
the fare being $300 for two, and that they had in- 
nocently accepted his offer. 

With this as a pointer the railroad people began 
to look for the smooth-tongued young map, and 
traced him around to several of the Omaha hotels, 
among others the Millard, where he had registered 
under the alias of C. H. Conners. They then dis- 
covered that he had been to the Omaha office of 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Railroad, 
and representing himself as H. A. Stevens, 
presented Pry letter purporting to be 
signed by Mr. Thaw. as in the first 
case, requesting transportation for ‘* Bearer, 
Mr. H. A. Stevens” to St. Paul. This pass was 
iseued, and * Stevens’ had gone on his way. In 
St. Paul he attempted to work the Manitoba Roaa, 
but they refused to honor Mr. Thaw’s alleged re- 
quest fora pass. Last Saturday Potter returned 
to this city, and though he was carefully searched 
for it was not until Monday night that he was 
found at No. 222 North Clark-street and arrested. 
He had in his possession at the time of his arrest a 
number of letters of recommendation from various 
railways and transnortation companies, some of 
which are believed to be forgeries. These letters, 
with the forged letters from Mr. Thaw, a number 
of begus letter heads of the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, and a rubber stamp bearing the inscription 
“Office of William Thaw. Second Vice-President 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company."’ which were 
made in Omoha, are in the hands of Mr. C, E. Gor- 
ham, the Western agent of the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, who will prosecute Potter for the company. 

Potter is about 24 years of age, a fine-looking fel- 
low, and has been @mployed by the Burlington and 
North-western Railroad and by the New-England 
Transportation Company. His parents reside in 


St. Joseph, Mioh. His wife is broken-hearted over 
his arrest, and begged piteously that the matter be 
suppressed.

EPISODE REVEALED. 


A BROKEN ENGAGEMENT AND BREACH OF 
PROMISE ‘CASE IN MILWAUKEE. 
* MILWAUKEE, May 29.—The announcement 
that a suit had been instituted in the Cireuit Court 
at a late hour yesterday afternoon, involving 
Lieut. George J. Schoeffel, a well-known member 
of the lithographic firm of Siefert & Scnoeffel, 
in a proceeding for breach of promise, caused 
a ripple of excitement about town to-day. 
There have been rumors floating about for some 
months past regarding a social scandal, but it was 
kept very quiet, all of the interested parties hoping 


an amicable settlement could be made. Yesterday 
Phebe Cozzens, the St. Louis lady lawyer, began 
suit against Lieut. Schoeffel, claiming $1,200 for 
legal services rendered. ‘The suit-is the outgrowth 
ofan action for breach of promise of marriage 
brought against Schoeffel by Miss Martna R. Pres- 
cott, a resident of Boston. From the complaint it 
appears that Mr. Schoeffel made the acquaintance 
of Miss Prescott in Oeonomowoe, and their ac- 
quaintance ripening into a more tender feeling, it 
is alleged that on the 10th of August last Mr. 
Schoeffel made a proposition of marriage to Miss 
Prescott, which she accepted. 

Miss Prescott, it is affirmed, at once returned to 
her home in Boston and began making extensive 
preparations for her approaching nuptials, but 
when the day arrived the bridegroom failea to put 
in an appearance and refused to fulfill his prom- 
ises. Miss Prescott then brought an action 
against Schoeffel, and retained Miss Phabe 
Cozzens as her attorney and counsel in 
the matter. It is also asserted that Schoef- 
fel visited Boston and compromisea the matter 
by paying Miss Prescott $1,500, the sum barely cov- 
ering the expense the disappointed young lady had 
incurred tn providing a trousseau. Miss Cozzens 
alleges that Schoefiel refused to pay her claim of 
$1,200 after she hud satisfactorily concluded the 
negotiations, whereby public notoriety was avoid- 
ed. Owing tothe prominence of the parties the 
case will attract much attention. Miss Prescott is 
a refined and aecomplisbhed Boston lady, and 
made a long Visit to this city last year as the 
guest of the Rev. G. E. Gordon's family. 
She is a step-sister of Mrs. Gordon, and won 
many friends during her stay here. Her brother. 
Dr. Prescott, has also visited Milwaukee. Lieut. 
Schoeffel was very attentive to Miss Prescott, and 
shortly after the Light Horse squadron returned 
from the encampment at Oconomowoc last Fall it 
was rumored that they were engaged. The an- 
nouncement of the engagement was made in the 
Sunday papers a few weeks later, but about that 
time it seems to have been broken off. The papers 
in an action of breach of promise were prepared, 
but a settlement having been reached, they were 
never filed.

RAILWAY WORK AND PLANS 


A TALK WITH SIDNEY DILLON 
ABOUT UNION PACIFIC. 
LITTLE EFFECT UPON TRAFFIC BY RE- 
CENT RAILROAD EXTENSIONS~—ARRANGE- 

MENTS WITH THE NORTHERN PACIPFIC. 

CuicaGco, May 29.—Sidney Dillon, Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific Railway, passea through 
Chicago to-day, returning from a tour of -inspec- 
tion over that road. When asked by a reporter if 
an extension of the Salt Lake City and Western 
Branch to San Francisco was contemplated, Mr. 
Dillon replied; ‘“‘ We have no immediate intention 
of extending our line wést from Ogden. It would 
net pay us to do so. The through business from 
California amounts to very little, much less than 
most people think; in fact, to about 10 per eent. of 
our net earnings, The remaining 90 per cent. is 
derived from our local traffic. Were it not for the 
branches stretching out right and left from our 
main line we would not be able to exist.” 

“Does not the extension of the Burlington to 
Denver and the Rio Grande to Salt Lake City ma- 
terially affect the earnings of the Union Pacific?” 

“The Burlington,” replied Mr. Dillon) **has been 
in Denver nearly a year and has certainly secured 
apart of the business, yet such has been the in- 


crease in the volume of traffic and travel that the 
Union Pacific this year has done a larger business 
than ever before. The net earnings for the first 
four months of this year are $360,000 more than for 
the same period last year. The RioGrande has not 
been open long enough to enable one to tell how 
much of the business it will be able to divert. Ido 
not think it will materially affect tne Union Pacific, 
owing to the natural increase in business.” 

** Will not the Northern Pacific prove a danger- 
ous rival when it is completed, to the Pacitic 
coast ?”” 

“ Instead of injuring it will help us materially. 
The Oregon short line, now being completed by the 
Union Pacific, will connect with a line now being 
built by the Oregon Railroad and Navigation Com- 
pany about 40 miles east of Baker City at the 
Snake River. The distance from Granger, where 
the Oregon short line leaves our main line, is about 
600 miles. This road will be, completed this sea- 
son, and, being by far the shortest line from the 
East to Oregon, will get the bulk of the Oregon 
business. A satisfactory contract has been made 
with the Northern Pacific and the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company for aterm of 15 years ar- 
ranging for an iuterchange of business, which is 
quite fair to all three companies.” 

** What about the agreement you are reported 
to have made with the Denver and Rio Grande?” 

“ There isa misunderstanding about that. No 
traffic arrangement of any kind has been made 
with that road. The matter alluded to refers to 
the settlément of an oid dispute regarding the 
joint use of tracks between Buena Vista and Lead- 
ville and Buena Vistaand Nathrop. This dispute 
bas been satisfactorily adjusted.” 

**What do you think of the action of the trunk 
lines in stopping pro rata arrangements with the 
Pacific roads on California business and advising 
that full rates be charged 7” z 

** Well, that has not been done yot, and 1 think 
the trunk lines will reconsider their action when 
the matter is properly laid before them by the 
representatives of the Pacific roads. Much more 
importance is given to the California through 
business thad it really deserves. It amounts to’ so 
little that if all of it was stopped it would not 
hurt us materially.” 

“But does nct the competition of the Central 
Pacific’s new ocean and rail route, by way of New- 
Orleans and the Southern Pacific, seriously affect 
the all-rail business?’ 

“It does not. About 75 per cent. of the business 
{snow going by the all-rail lines, and the Central 
Pacific’s new route and the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company combined do not get. more than 25 
per cent. The trunk lines cannot afford to stop pro 
rating arrangements with the Pacific roads, for it 
would have the effect of diverting the bulk of the 
business to the ocean lines.”

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| JERSEY CENTRAL TRANSFERRED. 
THE ROAD FORMALLY .TURNED OVER TO 
eae THE READING COMPANY. 


A compromise was atrived at yesterday be- 
tween Joseph W. Burnham and the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey. The injunction or- 
der « restraining: the New-Jersey Central Rail- 
road Company from leasing its road, 
&c., to the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company was therefore dissolved by 
consent, Judge Ingraham signed the order of dis- 


solution in the absence of Judge O'Gorman, who 
grantea the injunction order. The basis of the 
compromise is said to be a bond by which the 
New-Jersey Central agrees to pay Mr. Burnham 
and the other holders of its inuome bonds what- 
ever dividends its earnings show them to have 
been entitled to since May 1, 1878. The bonds will 
draw their reguiar interest from June 1. 

The injunciion being out of the way, the lease 
tothe Philadelphia and Reading Railroad for 999 
years Was executed at a meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the New-Jersey Central, in 
Jersey City, yesterday. President Gowen and 
E. C. Knight, one of the managers, appeared to 
represent the Reading. The. lease was signed 
by the officers of both roads. 
execution of the contract 
with J. W. Burnham, 
income bondholders, was perfected, remov- 
ing the last impediment. The terms re- 
main unchanged. All bonded indebtedness 
and other obligations are assumed by the 
Reading, the road is to be kept in repair, and 6 per 
cent. is to be paid onthe stock. Dividends will be 
paid quarterly, dating from Sept. 1. The consent 
of the stockholders of the New-Jersey Central 
to the iease was obtained at their annual meeting 
a short time ago. The consent of the stockholders 
of the Reading will be a mere formality. Presi- 
dent Gowen at once took possession of 
the Jersey Central, its lines, ferries, , real 
estate, and business, and issued an order 
eonveying that information to the employes in 
ail branches. The order also said _ that 
the jurisdiction of the various heads of 
departments of the Readipg was extend- 
ed over the corresponding. departments 
of the Jersey Contral. Ihe heads were instructed to 
take such measures as were necessary to secure the 
most efficient and economical working of the new 
system. An order from Henry 8. Little, President 
ofthe New-Jersey Central accompanied that of 
President Gowen. It is said that all officers, agents, 
and employes other than the Secretary and Treas- 
urer would at once report tothe Reading Company. 
Before leaving Jersey City President Gowen gave 
verbal orders to Superintendent Stearn, and 
the impression jis that the first Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad train out of New-York 
this morning for Long [Branch via the Leng 
Branch Road will be stopped. It is elaimed by the 
Jersey Central people that the Chancellor's consent 
to the traffic agreement with tne Pennsylvania Rail- 
road was only conditional; that it was to continue 
during the Receivership,but when out of the hands 
of the Receiver it would have to be ratified by the 
Jersey Ceutral Directors. The latterat their meet- 
ing yesterday put onrecord the fact that they were 
opposed to any such traffic agreement. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—The notice from 
the New-Jersey Central Railroad Company ending 
the eontract which permits the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company to use the tracks of 
the New-York and Long Branch Railroad 
Company was received by President Roberts from 
a private messenger late yesterday afternoon. An

question whether a contract between two compa-

to compete with theirs, and this very Mr. Little was 
one of the men who conducted the negotiations, 
being most solicitous that the contract should be 
made. Now, without a word of forma! compiaint, 
or even without a eharge that we are net living 
up to our contract, he repudiates it and 
demands that it shall be ennulied. If the court 
does not sustain our position we will quickly take 
advantage of our only alternative and build a new 
line.

CENTRAL PACIFIC LAND GRANT. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The Secretary of 
the Interior to-day decided the question which 
came up on the application of the Central Pacifie 
Railroad Company for patents to certain lands 
lying opposite to a constructed and accepted 
part of the road. As the Central Pacifie Company 
has not completed its entire line within the time 
prescribed by the granting act, the question thus 
presented to the Secretary is similar to that de- 
cided by the United States Supreme Court in the 
case of Schulenberg against Harriman, in which 


the court held that the provision for the comple- 
tion of the road within a eertain time was 2 condi- 
tion subsequent; that, although the time for 
building the road had expired, the grant 
remained unimpaired and the land did not and 
could not revert without the intervention of legis- 
lative or judicial action, and without such action 
no effect whatever could be given to the forfeiture 
clause. The Secretary says that, in view of this 
decision, which was made more than eight years 
ago, and bas been often reafirmed, and of the fur- 
ther fact that, although the attention of Con 

has been repeatedly ealled to the effect of the de- 
cision and no action has been taken by that body, 
it must be presumed that Congress intends that 
the land grant companies sball have the benefit of 
the decision: that at all events his action as an 
executive Officer must be controlled by the deei- 
sions of the Supreme Court, which has declared 
that under such circumstances the grant must not 
be treated as forfeited; that he is without discre- 
tion or power 1n the matter, and that there is no 
course left for the Land Department except to 
issue patents for lands lying opposite the com- 
pleted portion of the road. ‘This decision sustains 
the recent appeai of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company from the refusal of the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office to proceed with the pat- 
enting of lands to the Central Pacific Company as 
the successor of the Califoruia and Oregon Rail- 
road Company, of California.

‘ NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

There will be no postponement, it is stated, of 
the date of opening the New-York, Ontario and 
Western Railroad for traffic, which has been fixed as 
the 4th of next month. An arrangement has been 
made with the Pennsylvania Railroad by which the 
trains of the New-York and Ontario will for the 


present arrive and depart from the Pennsylvania's 
station at Jersey City. The terminal points of the 
new road in this City and Weehawken have not 
yet been completed. 


Concorp, N. H., May 29.—At the annual 
mecting of the Concord Railroad Company to-day, 
a protest was entered aguinst the reception of the 
votes upon 6,189 shares of stock alleged to be 
illegally held by the Northern Railroad Company 
and to be used to control the action of the meet- 
ing. The following Directors were elected: J. 
Thomas Vose, of Boston; Frederick Smyth and 
Samuel N, Bell, of Manchester; Benjamin A. Kim- 
ball and Henry C. Sherburne, of Concord; Frank- 
lin B. Hayes, of Boston, and James W. Jobnson, of 
Enfield. A resolution was adopted declaring it 
expedient to cnnsolidate with other New-Hamp- 
shire railroads, —— it can be done on reason- 
able and equitable terms. and referring the whole 
subject to the Directors to be acted upon at a 
future meeting of the stockholders. 


CINCINNATI, May 29.—Mr. C. K. Lord, of 
the Baltimere and Ohio Railroad, is here making 
arrangements for a limited through car service be- 
tween St. Louis and New-York. A contract has 
been closed with the Ohio and Mississippi Railway 
for a fast express train of palace, sleeping, par- 
lor, and passenger cars over the Ohio 
and Mississippi, the Cincinnati, Baltimore. 
and Washington, and the Baltimore’ and 
Ohio Roads. Beginning June 3. a train will leave 
St. Louis at 8 A. M. daily, arriving at New-York 
the next day at 10 P, M.; going West, it will leave 
New-York, by way of the Baltimore and Ohio, at 7 
P. M., arriving at St. Louis at 7:50 A. M. on the 
second morning. This gives the Ohio and Missis- 
sigpia double daily line of through sleeping cars 
between St. Louis and New-York. 


CHICAGO, May 29.—To-day, at the Grand 
Pacific, was held the semi-annual meeting of the 
American Railway Superintendents. Among the 
officers present were Waterman Stone, Provi- 
dence, R. I1.; E. T, D. Myers. Richmond, Va., and 
O, M. Shepard, of the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Road. Thesubject of standard time was 
discussed, and the association, by a resolution, 
heartily expressed its approval of the railroad time 
standards proposed by W. F. Allen, Secretary 
of the General Time Connection, held in St. Louis, 
April 11, and declared that wherever practicable it 
would adopt his system. The next meeting of 
tne association will be held at Washington, Oct. 23. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—The agreement of 
merger and consolidation of the Philadelphia, Nor- 
ristown and Pheenixville and the Phcnixville, 
Pottstown and Reading Railroad Companies, under 
the title of the Pennsylvania Schuylkill Valley 
Railroad Company, was adopted at a meeting of 
the stockholders of those companies this after- 
noon. ‘The President of the consolidated com- 
pany is J. N. Dubarry. The Philadelphia, German- 
town and Chestnut Hill Railroad is under a sepa- 
rate management, with Henry D. Welch as Presi- 
dent, and wil! maintain its distinctive organization. 


Boston, May 29.—The equity suit of Willard 
P. Phillips and others, Trustees, against the East- 
ern Railroad Company to enjoin the latter fram 
executing a lease of the road to the Boston and 
Maine Railroad Company came up to-day inthe 
Supreme Judicial Court. It was announced that 
no bearing would occur and that a stipulation has 
been made by the Eastern Railroad Company that 
the proposed lease of the road would not be signed 
until the points raised could be taken to a full 
bench of the Supreme Court for its decision. 


Lonpon, May 29.—At a meeting of the Mex 
ican Railway Company to-day the Chairman com- 
plained that the Mexican Government had grant- 
ed a subsidy to the Interoceanic Railway Com- 
pany in violation of the Mexican Railway Com- 
pany’s exclusive right.

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TERRIBLE DEATH ON THE PRAIRIA 
THE BODY OF AN ESCAPED 8MALL-Pox Pa- 
TIENT FEASTED UPON BY FAGLES. 


Sr. Paur, Minn., May 29.—The body of 
William Kittson, son of Commodore Kittson, who 
escaped from the small-pox hospital in Winnipeg 
several days ago, has been found under cireum- 
stances of peculiar horror. A Winnipeg special 
to the Pioneer Press says: “The party 
which started in search of , Kittson last 
night did not find the body, as 
darkness overtook them. Early this morning a 
party, including Kittson’s friends,a policeman, 
and Franus, the milkman, started out to verify the 


report of the finding of the body. After cross- 
ing a bridge two miles north-west of Winni: 
peg they continued in a westerly direction the 
other two miles. Soon a white speok on the C} 
was distinguished. ———— nearer the body 
was discovered, and the party, in order to avoid - 
danger. apvroached it by making a circuit. When 
nearing the body a large eagle feasting itself on the 
flesh flew away. Louis Kittson, William’s brother, : 
was the first to reach the body and recognize his 
brother. He burst into tears. The body was 
almost unrecognizable. One ear and a part 
of the face were eaten by the eagle. The 
body was lying on the right side. with legs 
drawn up, torn, badly puffed, and swollen, 
The feet, legs, and face were perfectly black. It 
looks as if he had lain down tosleep. The head 
was lying on the rignt arm. The body was cov-~ 
ered only by a2 night-shirt badly  tat- 
tered and lying in a_ slight hollow. Wa- 
ter to the depth of four ‘inches 
a quarter of an acre of ground around it. The 
search parties must have been within half a mile 
of the body, but the rising ground hid it from view. 
How Kittson walked five miles that night, 
through’ the sloughs, swamps, and rough 
laces without boots or clothes, before 
ying down to die, is a mystery. 
A small-pox ambulance was sent out this after- 
noen to bring in the body for interment at St. 
Boniface. It is feared that those of the party who 
approached too near the body may contract the 
disease. An inquest is aemand by Kittson’s 
friends; also a rigid inquiry into ail the gat 
the case. It is feared that a jury cannot be

THE TALLAPOOSA’S : COMMANDEA 
COMMANDER KELLOGG’S NEW. ORDERS ANY 
“ NAVAL RECORD. 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—Commander An 
guatus G. Kellogg, who has just been detached 
from the command of the Tallapoosa and ordered’ 
to take charge of the Sixth Light-house District,, 
will soon finish his twenty-third year of naval ser- 
vice. Since his entry into the navy, in 1860, he bas 
had more than 13 years of sea service, and has 
been less than a year unemployed.

A RITUALIST CASTIGATED. « 

THE REV. ARTHUR RITCHIE SEVERELY AL-. 
LUDED TO BY BISHOP M’LAREN. 

Curcaco, May 29.—At the forty-sixth an. 
nual convention of the Episcopal Diocese of Iil- 
inois, in session here to-day, Bishop McLaren, in 
his annual adaress, thus alluded to the Rey. Ar- 
thur Ritchie, Rector of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, and the most advanced ritualist in the West: 


‘*There have ever been found those in whom the 
quality of self-assertion is phenomenally developed, 
who, unconscious possibly of their fault, manifest 
almost a monomania in their heroic devotion to 
themselves, regardless of laws which they may 
have sworn solemnly to obey, and which nobler na- 
tures honor themselvesinobeying. I suppose there 
will be a succession of persons of this type, even 
unto the end, rising in rebellion against authority, 
and at last falling amid the ruins of their disap- 
pointed hepes. While upon this subject it will 
uot be amiss to remind ourselves that it is of the 
very essence of the liturgical method of worship, 
with a prescribed ritual, that those who are ap- 
pointed to minister therein are the agents of 
the church, and, therefore, are not exponents of 
their individual views or desires. The rubric of 
common sense justifies the suspension of literal, 
obedience in a sufficient emergency, but the same 
rubric authorizes the conclusion that if a priest 
habitually disobeys law he stultifies himself in pro- 
fessing to represent that which he despises and 
dishonors. But disobedience grows to the black- 
ness of a deadlier sin when we reflect that it not 
only breaks law, but breaks a law which the man 
has sworn to keep.”’ 

The friends of the Rev. Mr. Ritchie are greatly 
exercised over the Bishop’s castigation.

MOB VIOLENCE FEARED IN KENTUCKY. '; 
Cincinnati, May 29.—A dispatch from 
Mount Sterling, Ky., says a considerable portion 
of the people are in great alarm through fear of 
mob violence. The whereabouts of the mob is not 
stated, but there is definite information that all 
the guns in Frenchburg, the county seat of Menifec 


County, were borrowed to-day and taken into the 
country. Mount Sterling is in Montgomery Coun- 
ty, 20 milesfrom Frenchburg, It is said tpere will 
be 500 men in the mob when they emerge from 
Menifee into Montgomery County. There 
is good reason to believe, also, that 
there will be many recruits from Montgomery 
County. and particularly from Mount Sterling, 
where there are many friends of Sheriff Lingo, who 
was severely wounded in the first assault upon the 
Mount Sterling Jail. The desperado Barnett whom 
the mob wish to lynch isin great fear. The Cerro 
Gordo Guards are stationed about the jail and are 
wellarmed. Another company of militia is under 
eras at Lexington, awaiting orders to move. If 
the mob make an assault there will be much blood 
shed. Thealarm in Mount Sterling is due to the 
fear that innocent people who have taken no part 
in the trouble will be shot and property destroyed. 


MARK TWAIN’S COPYWRIGHT STRUGGLES- 

Orrawa, May 29.—For several days past 
Mr. Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain) has been a 
guest at the Government House. He has succeeded 
in securing a Canadian copyright for his last 
work, “Life on the Mississippi.’’ His failure 
to secure Canadian copyright last year for 
his * Prince and Pauper” probably led him 
to take another course this time, which would 
be more likely to secure him the protection he de- 
sired. In tho first instance, he brought out his 
new work in England, which entitled him to 
British copyright. This only gave him partial pro- 
tection in the British colonies, as any foreign’ pub- 
lisher could introduce his work in Canada by pay- 
ing him a royalty of 124 per cent. on the value of 
each volume. Not satisfied with this, and being 
determined that his works should be copyrighted 
in Canada, be transferred his work to his: English 
pubiisher, Andrew Chatto, of London, who applied 
for and was granted Dominion copyrizgnt on 
May 15.

HOW JOHN KELLY’S MEN SAVED

BOASTFUL RESOLUTIONS OF GREAT LEGIS- 
LATIVE SERVICES—SENATOR GRADY’S 
PEFENSE AND DEFIANCS. 

Several hundred members of the Tammany 
Seneral Committee met in the Fourteenth-street 
Wigwam last evening, adopted a long series of 
resolutions, and listened to several speeches. one 
of them beinga defense of the Tammany legis- 
lators by Senator Grady. Ex-Judge Albert Car- 
doza acted as Chairman, and after some 

‘routine business had heen done, ex-Coun- 
ty «Clerk. Gumbleton presented the reso- 
lutions and asked that they be adopted. 
The resolutions congvatulate the people of the 
City and State on being represented this year by a 
Legislature freer from the corrupting influences of 
the lobby and the corporations than any of its 
predecessors for many years, and on the substan- 
tial fulfillment by the Exeeutive and Legislature 
of the promises made by the Democratic Party 
in the last State Gonvention by the passage 
of many important measures of material relief and 
protection. As proof of this assertion the resolu- 


tions cite the passage of the bill abolishing hat- 
making in State prisons, the Grady bill pro- 
viding for submitting to the people the 
question of contract cenvict abor. the 
excise law, the Congressional Apportion- 
ment bill, and tke bill correcting “‘many abuses 
of insurance and ether Receiverships.” gret is 
expressed that the Butts bill prohibiting the farm- 
ing out of tne labor of convicts failed to pass the 
‘Senate, and fault is found with the Senators who 
voted against it. Regret is alse expressed that 
jthe Five Cent Fare bill wes not made law, 
and Gov. Cleveland is congratulated for ve- 
ttoine the Page Savings Bank bill. Tho late

gary steps to reciaim the lands corruptly voted 
away to corporations by Republican Congresses 
during the past 20 years. The resolutions 
heartily indorse the administration of Mayor Ed- 
son, and conclude by .commending the efforts of 
Govs. Cleyeiand, Pattison, Butler. and Waller * to 
cleanse their administrations from the many abuses 
avhich were the outgrowth of years of Republican 
misrule.” 

The resolutions were adopted witnout comment, 
andthen President Reilly, of the Board of Alder- 
ynen, introduced resolutions of respect to the mem- 
ory of the late ex-Assemblyman James J. Costello.

They 
resisted what they thought was an insult 
in the nomination of Mr. Murtha, and 
when the next Senatorial conventions were held 
they would stand by their record, whether renomi- 
nated or net.

PRODUCE EXCHANGE PROGRESS. VETOED

PRESIDENT HOLMAN TELLS WHAT HAS BEEN 

DONE AND WHAT I8 IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

The annual meeting of the Produce Ex- 
change was held yesterday in the old building. 
Next year it will take place in the new building, 
which is one of the largest and handsomest in the 
the City, and which whea finished will have cost 
about $2,008,000 to erect. The President, Mr. Ly- 
man F. Holman, in his address, referred to the lay- 
ing of the eorner-stone of the new Exchange on 
June 6 last year as one of the most important 
events since the last annual meeting. He was 
happy to report that the building is inelosed, and 
that the management had no doubt that it would 
be completed before March 1, 1884. Although the 
members of the Exchange would be compelled to 
remain in the present Exchange for one more hot 
season, it was safe to say that a remoyal to 


the new home would take place on or 
before Jan. 1, . The Building Com- 
mittee was complimented: for its labor, 
and the facts were stated that the Maritime Ex- 
change and the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
were now occupying rooms in the new building, 
which had been leased to them. There had also 
been rooms leased to the Produce Exchanye Bank, 
large spaces to the Postal Telegraph Company and 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, and 15,000 
square feat in the basement of the edifice to the 
Produce Exchange Safe Deposit Company. It was 
estimated that the net income of the Exchange on 
its removai to the new quarters, after paying in- 
terest on mortgage, insurance, and taxes, with 
proper management, would be $100,000 per annum, 
and in view of this fact there was no apparent 
reason why the property of the Exchange should 
not be free from: debt in 1834 withont * ex- 
tra efforts.""

Grant as Superintendent of the Exchange, 
togtake a place as secretary for Mayor 
Edson was referred to, and that gentleman was 
complimented. The appointment of Assistant 
Superintendent William HE. Fletcher in his place 
was characterized as a good one, and the Exchange 
was eongratulated in having an officer who had 
proved himself to beso efficient. On account of 
the growth of the Exchange expenses had been 
increased, an addition of $5,800 having been 
made tothe item of salaries. The varfous trade 
committees of the Exchange had been faithful in 
their attendance during the year. 

For the sufferers by the great floods in the West 
the sum of $10,020 had been collected. Of this 
amount $7,500 had been distributed, which was 
deemed enough by those having the distri- 
bution of the fund, and the  balance— 
$2.520—was handed over to the Com- 
mittee on. Charities of the Exchange. 
During the year 85 members of the Exchange 
died, ameng them a number of prominent mer- 
ebants, iucluding Jesse Hoyt, W. H. Price, W. M. 
Gray, Peter H. Ballantine, A. H. Phillips. L. H. 
, Tompkins, and John G. Dale.

The effert of the Exchange at the last election 
in favor of the ratification by the people of the 
constitutional amendments to make the canals free 
from tolls was alluded te,and it was urged that 
the Erie Canal should be enlarged to double 
its present capacity, and that it should 
be managed for commercial interests only. 
The interests of railroads and those of 
members of the Exchange, Mr. Holman de- 
clared, wero identical, and as the fact be- 
came understood both would work together to 
build up the trade of New-York. To. accomplish 
this desired result, the managers of trunk lines 
sthould stop all discrimination against New- 
York, and should make the freight to New- 
York the same as to the other sea- 
beard cities. No special rates should be 
given and a fair rate of freight should be fixed and 
maintained. More elevators were wanted at the 
terminus of each railroad, and New-York would 
thus become the grain store-house of our country. 
Warehouses for cotton, pork, beef, and other 
products were also needed at the end of the rail- 
roads, where a small charge for storage would be 
made until receivers or owners were ready to ship. 
The docks used by the s would thus 
be relieved. All this was something to be desired, 
but at the same time the country was to be con- 
gratulated on the enterprise of the railroad com- 
panies in extending roads in every direction in the 
far West and into Mexico. Every line thus extend- 
ed wasafeeder to New-York. A reference was 
made to the reception of ex-President Diaz, of 
Mexico, by the Exchange, and the cultivation of 
more intimate trade relations with that republic 
was pronounced to beamoye in the right di- 
rection. 

The report of the Treasurer, Mr. 8. Jacoby 
ehowed that the Exchange was in a good financial 
condition. The report of the Building Committee 
in regard to the new Exchange showed that there 
had been paid on account of construction and 
architect’s fees to date, (but not including founda- 
tions,) the sum of $1,136,440 76, and that there 
would become due when all pending con- 
tracts were fulfilled a further sum of $858,276 48, 
making a total of $1,904,717 24. Steam for motive 
power and heating purposes is te be taken from 
the New-York Steam Company, which it is believed 
will be an economy. ‘ 

After the reeeption of the various reports and 
their adoption a resolution of thanks to President 
Holman and the management of the Exchange, 
offsred by Mr. A. BE. Orr, was adopted.

MAKING ART STUDIES POPULAR. 


THE SCHOOL OF THE METROPOLITAN MUSEUM 
OF ART. 

The fourth annual exhibition of the work of 
the students attending the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art Technical School teok place last evening, 
in the school building, at No. 214 East Thirty- 
fourth-street. In the drawing and designing 
department, which is under the charge of 
Mr. E. J. Gilles, there were shown some 
good working cabinet-makers’ drawing, and 
several excellent decorative and  architec- 
tural designs. In the department devoted 
to machinery and ~’ general instrumental 


drawing, the designs exhibited seemed to havea 
special attraction for young werking men, of 
whom there were a good many present. A feature 
is made of designs for carriages, and in this de- 
partment there were many beautiful drawings, and 
aleo models of the latest improvements in earriage- 
building. In the beginners’ class, some very ered- 
itable specimens of free-hand drawing were ex- 
hibited. Te the Jay person the exhibits of the 
modeling class, which is under the charge of Mr. 
Joseph Smith, were perhaps the most interesting. 
Wood-carving, as well as modeling in clay and 
wax, were includedin this department, and the 
range of subjects embraced figures of almost all 
kinds, from the counterfeit presentment of the hu- 
man form divine down to a mode! in wet clay of a 
rather discouraged-looking pointer. <A particu- 
larly good pieee of work was a model of a panther 
after Barye. Heads in terra cotta and a number 
of urns from the Cesnola collection formed one of 
the attractions in the room deyeted to the model- 
ing class exhibits, 

Prizes were awarded as follows:- Ladies class in 
general designing—tirst prize, Miss Hattie Morgan; 
second prize, Miss O'Halloran. In the mechanical 
drawing elass the winners of the first, second, and 
third prizes respectively were Messrs. Berg, Mar- 
shal, and Dymeck, The first prize in the modelin 
class was won by Henry Moller, and the aes | 
and third prizes by Messrs. Pauls and Scbneider. 
Alphonse Durand won the first prize in the 
technical designing class. Messrs. McCauley 
and Maybeck won the second and third 
prizes. In the beginners’ class in drawing 
the first, second, and third prizes were awarded 
respectively to C. L. Bryant, T. Connolly, and J. 
Sehneider. In eaeh of the classes the average at- 
tepdance of pupils is about 15, but the efforts of 
the managers to popularize art work and to ex- 
tend to young working men and others the advan- 
tages of such a school as that maintained by the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, ata merely nominal 
cost, are yearly meeting with more appreciation. 
In addition to the present classes, it is the purpose 
of the Trustees to organize immediately evening 
classes in artistic anatomy, composition, and a 
class for beginners in objeet drawing. Pupils for 
the object class will be admitted free of charge.

REASONS FOR WIS DISAPPPOVAL OF 
THE SHREET’ RAILWAY BILL. 
FALSE PRETENSE OF THE SCHEME—RIGHTS 
OF LOCAL AUTHORITIES AND INDIVID- 
i UALS—OBJECTIONABLE SECTIONS. 
ALBANY, May 29.—The Governor this after- 
noon filed with the Secretary of State the General 
Street Railroad bill, with the following memoran- 
dom of disapproval: 


Strate oy New-York, Executive CHAMBER, } 
ALzBany, May 29, 1683. § 

Memorandum filed with Assembly bili No. 801, 
entitled *‘An act to previde for the construction, 
maintenance, and operation of street railways in 
cities, towns, and villages," not approved. ave 
no doubt that a general Jaw providing for the con- 
struction of street railroads should be enacted, but 
the provisions of this bill are such, and my con- 
viction of its questionable designs is so well set- 
tled, that I have determined to refuse to approve 
the same. From its title it appears to be a scheme 
for the construction, maintenance, and operation 
of street rail ads in all the seities, towns, and vil- 
lages of the State, and yet when any streets are ex- 
cepted from the operation of this aet they are 
streets in the City of New-York. Whenever any 
provisions are made for compensation for the use 
of streets they apply alone to that City. ,It is only 
in the City of New-York that corporations operat- 
ing street railroads may, by the terms of this bill, 
be obliged to pare and keep in permanent repair 
any portion of the street between and along its 
tracks; and one of the limitations of the time with- 
in which, in a certain ease, a railroad is to be com- 
menced and completed is confined to railroads to 
be constructed in that City. Undoubtedly the pro- 
visions of the bill which are suspected or obseure 
were inserted to meet the wants of New-York 
corporations, and in all the disenssions to which I 
have listened this measure has been treated as 
though its operation concerned solely the City of 
New-York. Perhaps none of these things 
render the bill under consideration invali 
and yet they furnish substantial objections and 
give rise to questions of much importance to other 
cities in the State. * * * The Constitution of 
the State prohibits the passage by the Legislature 
of any private or local bill * resting to any cor- 
poration, association. or individual the right to lay 
down railroad tracks."’ It also declares that the 
Legislature egha!l pass general Jaws required for 
such cases, and it provides that ‘no law shall au- 
thorize the eonstruetion or operation of a stréet 
railroad, except upon the condition that the con- 
sent of the owners of one-half in value of the 
property bounded .on, and the consent also 
of the loeal authorities having the control of, that 
portion of a street or highway upon which it is 
proposed to construct or operate such railroad be 
first obtained,"’ * * * It manifestly should be 
necessary, before such streets and highways can be 
used for any other than thelr’ ordinary purposes, 
that the consent of such local authorities be ob- 
tained. But the owners of the property bounded 
by such streets and highways as are to be 
put to this new use are very properly sup- 
posed to retain a certain interest or easement 
in the same, which they have never aurren- 
dered to any local authority, and which 
involves their rights, their consciences, and their 
comforts as citizens. It is, then, in exaet accord- 
ance with the spirit of our institutions that, before 
the 1 py fronting their dwellings and premises 
should be incumbered and interrupted by the tracks 
of a Street railroad, their wishes should be con- 
sulted and their consent obtained, and in order to 
prevent a captious opposition from defeating a de- 
sirable improvement, it is provided that the con- 
sent of a majority in value of such owners shall be 
suffielent. =e 

Section 6 of the bill now before me relates to ex- 
isting railroad companies, and confers upon them 
the benefits of its provisions in thease terms: “ Any 
existing railroad sompany organized under, and 
pursuant to, the laws of this State may ex- 
tend its road and construct branches there- 
from through, and construct and operate 
a railroad upon, any street, avenue, 
road or highway, upon condition that the consent 
of the liocal authorities having the control of, and 
the consent of the owners of one-half in value ef, 
the property bounded on that portion of any exist- 
ing street, avenue, road, or highway upon whieh 
said railroad is to be constructed have heretofore 
been or shall hereafter be obtained, and with like 
effect as though such company was organized 
under this act to construct and operate sueh rail- 
road extension and branches, and every such com- 
pany shall presess all the rights and privileges con- 
ferred by this act and be subject to and comply 
with all the provisions of this act. And any such 
railroad compapy or corporation which has par- 
tially constructed a railroad on any street, 
avenue, or highway may complete and op- 
crate the same in any _ street, avenue, 
or highway in respect to whieh the consent 
of property-owners and joeal authorities, as re- 
quired by the Constitution and herein provided, 
has been or shall be bereafter first obtained. This 
permits any existing railroad compeny to construct 
and operate a road.or to complete and eperate 
apy such road which is-partially eonstructed, upon 
any street, avenue, road, or highway within the 
limits of the State, and bases the comp)iance with 
the constitutional requirements upon consent 
which may have been obtained within an unlimited 
time prior to the actual oecupancy of the streets, 
avenues, and highways for railroad purposes, and 
which consent may be directly opposed to the 
wishes and desires of those who are the owners 
and occupants of the land bounding on said streets, 
avenues, and highways at the time they are so ap- 
proprieted, . 

Section 7 of the bill presents some curious feat- 
ures, in the following nornge! “No new or ad- 
ditional railroad tracks shall constructed or al- 
lowed to be constructed, maintained, or operated 
by any railroad corporation, under the provisions 
of this aot, in that portion of any of the streets, 
avenues, or highways of any city, town, or village 
where railroad tracks baye been heretofore con- 
strneted and are new laid, except that additional 
tracks for a distance not exceeding 1,000 feet may 
be Taid in that portion of any such street, avenue, 
read, or highway as to whieh consent of local au- 
thority and property-owpers —— by the Con- 
stitution has been heretofore obtained: nor shall 
any railroad tracks be constructed, main- 
tained or operated, exeept for said 1,000 
fect as aforesaid, upon that portion of 
any street, avenue, road, or  highwa 
where they are now authorized to be construete 
by an act of the Lecislature, or as to the construc- 
tion of which the eonsent of the jocal authorities 
and of the owners of one-half in value of the 
property bounded on that portion of any street, 
avenue, road, or highway upor which such tracks 
have been or are proposed to be construeted has 
been heretefore obtained, excepting by the corpo- 
ration to whieh suck authority or consent has here- 
tetore been granted or given.”’ This seems to for- 
bid the laying of additional tracks in any part of 
the streets where tracks already exist, except for 
a distance not exceeding 1,000 feet, and then only 
in case consent. has been heretofore obtained, and 
itis net certain that the consent obtained at a 
very remete period in the past to lay one track 
Will not be invoked to confer the exclusive right 
to construct an additional track for the distance 
of 1,000 feet. This section, as I understand it, 
also prohibits, except as to the said 1,000 feet, 
the construction and maintenanee of railroad 
tracks in any part of a street, avenue, road, or 
highway, wherein authority has been given to so 
censtruct or maintain, either by an act of the 
Legislature or by virtue of the consent of erop- 
erty-owners and loeal authorities heretofore o 
tained, unless the said road shall be constructed, 
maintained, and operated by the eorporation 
which has heretofore received such consent or 
autherity. The effect of this would seem to be to 
limit the right to construct or maintain eertain 
railroads in the streets to such corporations as 
bave heretefore been authorized by prior consent 
or act of the Legislature, to the exclusion of such 
corporations as should hereafter obtain the con- 
sent of the present owners and loca! authorities. 
I think no one can read the peculiar provisions of 
this bill without being eonvinced that the design is 
more to furthér private aad corporate schemes 
than to furnish the citizens of the State street 
railroad facilities under the spirit and letter of the 
Constitution, and within the limits therein fixed 
for the benefit of the people.

VETO BY- GOV. LUDLOW. 
THE EXPENSES OF A SPECIAL LEGISLATIVE 
COMMITTEE DISAPPROVED. 

Trenton, N. J., May 29.—During the ses- 
sion of the Legislature last Winter four commit- 
tees were appointed by the House of Assembly to 
investigate riparian rights, State officers’ accounts, 
State prison contracts, and the affairs of Jersey 
City. On Monday a bill for clerical services, signea 
and approved by the Chairman of the Riparian 
Committee, was presented to Gov. Ludlow, who, 
by the act of 1875, has the discretionary power of 


approving it or not. To-day he deelined to ap- 
prove the bill, and in a letter to the Chairman 
gives bis reason. He says: 

“Your eommittee is one of at least four now in ex- 
istence, appointed by the simrl+ resolution of a single 
House of the Lecislature. wit: out. so far as can be 
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Ss os be authorized b the m- 
inittee, certified to by its Chat au, and anprov b 
the Governor. While it ma on the one hand, 
claimed with great force that the law above referred 
to is by the terms of the second section limited to in- 
vestigations conducted during the sitting of the Legis- 
lature, aud, on the other, that it has been construed 
to apply to such cases as that of your Secretary, ye 
the extent to which these powers have been used an 
the expense incurred thereby threaten to be so large 
that I feel constrained to exercise the discretion 
vested in me by the act, and to refuse to approve this 
and similar bills.” : 

The subject will thus be relegated to the Legis- 
lature, which has the power to order the payment 
of these bills if it should be deemed proper, and 
which can make such corrections in the law as 
will make it clear whether or not a single house of 
the Legislature ean set on foot itquiries to be 
prosecuted without limit as to time or expense,

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OLD NEIGHBORS FIGHTING 


THE STORY OF ALEXANDER MEAD’S 
LOST BARNS. 
DAVID 8 HUSTED’S TROUBLES AND THREATS 
—-HIS NEIGHBOR’S BARNS BURNED AND 
A 8UIT FOR $20,000 pamMAGEs. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 29.—A curious 
suit is on trial here in the Superior Court before 
Judge Moses Culver and a jury, The suit is 
brought by Alexander Mead, a farmer-forist, living 
at Greenwich, 1n this county, against David S. Hus- 
ted, a neighboring farmer, for $20,000 for alleged 
burning of three of the plaintiff’s barns. The cause 
of action has arisen since 1876, but the trouble 
between the two men dates back much further. 
Greenwich Borough isa pleasant little village sit- 
uated among the Conneeticut- hills about half-way 
between New-York and thiseity. Its population 
of 1,200is principally engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits, Aboutawile from the village proper lives 
Alexander Mead, and a quarter of a mile further 
down the same road and on the same side lives 
David 8. Husted, Between the two farms is the 
Summer residence of William Rockefeller. of the 


Standard Oi] Company, built within two years on 

fenton ht from Mead. Mead has now about 150 

sores, and the Husted farm covers about 100 acres. 

Hueted is not married and lives entirely alone in 

his house. He is about 35 years old. Mead is mar- 

— hasa family. He is 10 years older than 
ed. 

Both Husted and Mead were raised in Greenwich 
and were boys together. As they grew up both 
became members of the Congregationlist church 
in the village. Aaron Husted is an uncle of Mead, 
but not related to David. For years Mead and 
he have been intimate friends, Aaron has 
the reputation of being a shrewd busi- 
ness man. Ten or a dozen years ago 
Aaron and David had trouble about a line 
fenee, and a suit grew out of it. David was beaten. 
Not long after Aaron found the gambrels of his 
oxen cyt as they stood in their stalls. He laid it 
to David, but had no proof. In 1872 David began 
building a house on his farm, Before it was com- 
pleted a suspicious fire was discovered burning in 
one of the rooms. The fre was put out. On San. 
17, 1873, the building was again discovered to be 
afire, and this time it burned down. There were 
two insurances on the building. One as 
issued by the Glen's Falls Insurance Com- 
pany, and was for $2,960. The other 
Was & ter’s risk for, a few hundred 
dollars. There was a clause in the first policy stip- 
ulating that it should become vold if any lien was 
placed on the house. When David presented his 
sworn proof of loss to the company his attention 
was called to that clause, and it is alleged that he 
inserted a word making the proof to read that the 
house was not mortgaged. At all events the proof 
asserts that. The company paid the amount, but 
subsequently began a civil suit in Connectieut to 
recover it on the ground of fraud. An indictment 
was found against David by the Grand Jury of 
Warren County, N. Y., in which the principal office 
of the company is situated, for obtaining money 
under false pretenses, and while attending a 
funeral in this State he was arrested and admitted 
to bail. The civil suit was finally settled by Hus- 
ted’s returning to the insurance company $e. 500. 
The criminal proceedings were not pressed. Dur- 
ing this time Husted and Mead had not been on 
very friendly terms. Mead’s intimacy with Aaron 
Husted was not pleasant to David, and a feeling of 
irritation grew up in David's breast. He believed 
that his trouble with the insurance company was 
due to Aaron’s and Mead’s interference, and said 
so. It is claimed that he made threats against 
Mead, and that he caused-him annoyance iand ex- 

ense by impounding his eattie. In the ehurch 

Javid preferred charges against Aaron of unehris- 
tian conduct, and Aeren preferrea counter-charzes 
of forgery, perjury, intemperance, profanity, and 
falsehood. David was-tried before a committee of 
15, and on its report was suspended. Afterwards 
this judgment wasrevoked, and he was taken back 
into the chureh, where he now is. 

On the night of Oct. 22, 1875, Mead’s barn was 
burned to the ground, with its contents of crops, 
agricultural maehinery, &c. The loss was estimat- 
ed by Mead at $4,500. There Was an insuranee of 
over $2,00¥ on the barn, which was paid. Mead 
built a second barn, valued at from $2,300 to $2,500. 
On the night of March 22, 1877, this, too, was 
burned, with 18 cows, twa yoke of oxen, and some 
other stock, valued in all at from $800 to $1,000, A 
like ineurance of about $2,000 on this was paid. 
Then another one of thejsame size and cost was 
built, and on the night of Jan. 17, 1879, this, with 
contents valued at $2,300, was burned. Mead then 
publicly stated that he believed David Husted 
had burned his barns, quoting threats alleged to 
have been made by Hustea in support of his 
charges. The insurance companies refused te in- 
sure the new barn which rose frem the ashes 
of the burned structure, and Mead took counsel 
with hislawyer. The matter was brought to the 
attention of the Grand Jury, but it did not find 
enough evidenee to warrant an indictment. Then 
Mead brought a ivil suit for damages, believing 
that he had enough evidence to fix the crime upon 
Husted. The suit was begun May 8, 1879. It was 
tried in 1880 at the February term of the Superior 
Court. Col, H. W. R. Heugh, of Greenwich, Wil- 
liam K. Seeley, and George H. Watrouse, President 
of the New-York, Hew-Haver, and Hartford Road, 
were Mead’s lawyers. and the Hon. J. B. Curtis 
and Messrs. Mason & Howard, -of Greenwich, 
defended dusted. The trial lasted twe weeks 
and attracted a great deal of attention. _ 
The defense set up a general denia! of the charges, 
and pleaced the statute of limitations as to the 
burning of the first barn. Evidence touching that 
charge was excluded. The case went to the jury. 
which gave a verdict for the defendant. An ap- 
peal was taken to the Supreme Court of Errors, 
and argument for a new trial made in March, 1881. 
The motion was granted and the case sent back to 
the Superior Court. * 

The seoond trial began last Tuesday. Mr. Mead 
was the first witness. He testified to the burning 
of the barns, his losses, &e. ;* described the trouble 
between Husted and himself, and ssid that he 
firmiy believed Husted burned the barns in re- 
venge fer imaginary interference on his part in 
Husted’s- settlement with the Glen's Falls Insu- 
rance Company. John Henry Green, a negro, 
swore that he heard Husted say that he was get- 
ting square with Mead. The deposition of poo A 
Green was to the effect that Husted had as muc 
as told him that he had burned the barns, and 
when Green expressed surprise at the revengeful 
spirit manifested by Husted the latter said: “ By 
—, no barn shail stand on that spot.” 
Green asked him how he got to and from 
the barns without leaving any track, to which 
Husted replied: ‘‘D—— thetrack. I got there.” 
Testimony as to Husted’s itrial by the ehureh com- 
mittee was also introduced. Elia Williams, a 

oung woman who lived in the family of Abraham 
eodeccen, Mr. Mead's next-door neighbor, said 
that on the night of the first fire a Mrs. Hancock 
and she went down to Mead’s house. As they 
stood at the gate they looked across the road and 
distinctly saw David Husted in an old cellar from 
which the buiiding had been removed. He was not 
doing anything, and took no part in putting out 
the fire and saving adjoining buildings. Subse- 

uently Mrs. Hanceck told Husted in her presence 
that she saw himinthe cellar. He only laughed. 

The first witness when the court opened this 
morning was Sam Cohen, a lawyer, of Stamford. 
He swore to hearing Husted say that Mead was 
the cause of all his treuble and he would get even 
with him. Atthis point the plaintiff attempted 
to introduce the papers in the suit of the imsurance 
company against Husted. The defense objected, 
claiming that it was irrelevant. Mr. Curtis assert- 
ed that when Husted mortgaged his house he did 
not know of the clause in his insurance policy, and 
when he changed the policy to make it appear 
there was no lien be committed no crime. His ar- 
rest was an outrage. The evidence was ruled out. 
George Watson, a negro living near Mead, gave in 
detail the cireumstances of the first fire. Husted 
came to his house before he wees on the morn- 
ing after the last fire and told the witness about it. 
The witness did not see him, but said “bis voice 
sounded as if he was glad.” A few days after the 
last fire he told the witness he would like to 
see the ruins, but was afraid that Mead would 
** suspect”’ him if he went over then. He went by 
the old cellar at the first fire, but didn't see any- 
body there. It was very light. Mrs. Abraham 
Henderson was the first witness in the afternoon. 
She narrated the conversation referrea to by Ella 
Williams, in which Mrs. Haneock told Husted she 
saw him in the eellar. Members of Mr. Mead’s 
family described experiments whieh they had 
made with two of Mead's nephews to see if the 
children could be recognized in the old cellar by 
persops standing where Killa Williams and Mra. 
Haneock stood. They were able in the daytime to 
recognize the children. These, and fin fact all the 
witnesses, were subjected to an exhaustive cross- 
examination by the lawyers for the defense. Am 
effort was made to show that it was impossible for 
the two women to have distinguished Husted trom 
any other man, had he been in the cellar, as 
claimed. 

The last witness was James Green, a pompous 
eolored man, of intelligent appearance, who gave 
his testimony with ludicrous dignity and most 
astonishing language. He was asked to state what 
he knew about threats made by Husted against 
Mead's property. With many gestures and extrav- 
agant rhetoric he told the following story: “ I wag 
up from New-York in 1876 to visit my father, who 
resided at Greenwich. On the evening I came 
David 3. Husted called at my father’s house, He 
stated over the trouble with the Glen’s Falls In- 
surance Company to my father, that he had to pay 
some number of hundreds of dollars back to the 
insurance company, and that he blamed Alexander 
Mead for having to pay this money baek, and his 
revenge of Alexander Mead he would have before 
he died, and no matter how many barns that 
he built that he would burn them ajl to ashes 
until that he made him or made it cost him 
more then it didhim. And the answer my father 
gave, and my mother, ‘if Mr. Mead—if it ever 
comes to Mr. Mead's ears—it will imprison you 
for life.’ And then he rose from the chair and 
said: ‘Idon'tcare for I will make it cost him 
double the amount I had to pay back to the Glen’s 
Falls Insurance Company.’ He briefly left the 
house with anger flying out the door. In afew 
minutes he returned back, asking me if I would 
come outside in regard to saying more than he 
ought—a little recompensation to pay mo. ‘lam 
not bought,’ I said. He said be was willing to give 
a tittle money if I wouldn't say anything. I said I 
was in no need of anything.” Green added that 
he didn't take any money. 

The eross-examination by Judge Lockwood was 
very amusing. 

“How old are you ?” asked the lawyer. 

‘* Well,” said Green, **the proper answer to that 
question would be I’m eld evough to vote, I may 
say |’m avout 35." 

** Have you ever yoted *” 

ia Yes.”’ 

** What ticket?” 

“The Republican ticket, where all gentlemen 
vote.” 

The witness sald he was “mostly” a coachman. 

} He bad lived with Coraner Sherman. of New-York 


—‘ayery popular man” he explained in a_patron- 
izing tone. “You may have heard of him.” 
Pressed for further facts eracerning his career 
the witness said that he had ilved with Col. Page, of 
Stamford, but the Colone! ‘* had left him and gone 
to Europe quite regently.” Living with anybody, 
he explained, was where you ate your meals and 
dressed. Green was subjected to a sharp cross- 
examination, and to all the questions made the 
most elaborate replies—prefacing each with. 
“ Weel, as my memory allows me,” Still his testi- 
mony was not materially shaken. The case was 
finally adjourned until Thursday morning. It is 
understood that the defense will attempt, to im- 
peach the veracity ofthe witnesses for the plain- 
uff. Mead'slawyers are Mr. George H. Watrous, 
Col. H. W. R. Hoyt, and Peary 8. Sandford. The 
defense is in the hands of the Hon. J, B. Curtis, M. 
L. Mason, and Judge Loekwood. :

HISTORY AND PRINCIPLES.

City. The society will also gather a library 
of Huguenot literature as well as memorials of 
families, with a view to: ascertaining the influence 
the Huguenots have exerted inthis country. Pa- 
pers will also be read at the meetings of the soei- 
ety Spee disputed and doubtful points in H 
not history. The organization of societies in other 
cities will also be encouraged. Eligible members 
are descendants in male or female line of families 
who emigrated to this eountry before the ediet of 
toieration was promulgated in 1707, as well as rep- 
resentatives of. families traced back toa period 
before the edict of toleration and those who b 
written histories of the Huguenots or coll 
memorials of them.

THE NEW CIVIL SERVICH METHODS. 
Dorman B. Eaton and Mr. Gregory, of the 
Civil Service Commission, have been consulting 
with offieers of the Government service in this City 


during the past few days relative to the practical 
application of the eivil service rules. Mr. Eaton 
said yesterday that the 29 Examiners required in 
the different eities in whieh the new rules are to 
be applied bad been selected, and as soon as they 
were formally confirmed by the full commission 
their names would be made publie.

GRAIN LOWER AND HOG PRODUCTS HIGHER 
—NO MARKETS TO-DAY. 


Cuicaeo, May 29,—The Board of Trade and other 
commercial organizations of this city will observe 
Decoration Day to-morrow by an abstinence from 
business. Those members of ‘the Board of Trade (if 
any) who break the rule to-morrow “will be prose- 
cuted as the law directs.” 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active to-day, with lower prices for grain and higher 


uotations on hog products after an early decline in 
the latter, chiefly in pork. The weather was not 
warm, but the longs in grain were ap ntly fright- 
ened by increasing receipts, and sold so freely as to 
depress prices. The feellng in the afternoon was 
steady, except that August pork was firmer, and the 
difference between July apd August lard narrowed, 
with a better demand for the latter. The afterneon 
trading in grain was light. 

Provisions were less active and irregular, Post, 
declined 75, cents, then advaaced 20 cents, and cl 
7% to 10 cents above the latest — of Mon- 
day, at $19 “7% for July and $19 60 bid fer August. 
Lard eased off 2} cents, but closed 214 to & cents 
higher, at $11 for July and 811 62% for 
August. Short ribs closea cents higher, 
at gl0 25 for July and $10 37 for August, 
There was little change in the advices from our stock 
yards or from Liver . The market for pork sunk 
off a little in aympathy with wheat, but was irregular, 
as there was not much doing on outside account and 
big operators .were supposed to be scalping. which 
made the little ones afraia to act. The steadiness in 
lard (none being on sale at the early decline) causea 
the reaction im pork. Private advices stated that our 
meats are practically unsalable in England, but stocks 
there were understood to be light, and holders here 
were prepared to wait. The domestic demand was re- 

»orted to be much better than a year ago, especially 
or smoked meats. 

Flour was unusually dull, but quoted firm by hold.

TRUSTEES OF THE CITY'S COLLEGE.

FIXING TUTORS’ SALARIES AND EXAMINING 
STUDENTS FOR ADMISSION. 

At a special meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the College of the City of New-York 
yesterday, at the rooms of the Board of Educa- 
tion, the report of the Executive Committee with 
reference to the proposed changes in the salaries 
of tutors in the college, &e., was taken up. The 
resolutions eontained in the report proposed that 
the salaries of tutors should be fixed at $1,000 per 


annum, withan increase of $200 at the end of each 
twe years of meritorious service, counting frem 
the date of the appointment, until at the expira- 
tion of 10 years the maximum salary of $2,000 
should be attained. The second resolution pro- 
vided that no person uld be appointed as a 
tutor in the college who was engaged in the prac- 
tice of any other profession or business, nor should 
any person who might be appointed as tutor be 
continued as such if he engaged in such practice. 
Trustee Beardslee opposed the ‘rst resolution re- 
ferring to the salaries, inasmuch as it proposed to 
reduce the maximum salary from $2,375 to $2,000. 
The people, he said, wanted teachers of the public 
schools to be paid liberally, and be moved that the 
biennial increase of salary be $275 until the maxi- 
mum of $2,375 be reached. Eugene Kelly thought 
that the board would be acting very liberally by 
giving tutors the salariesthe committee proposed. 
The resolution was adopted. The resotution for- 
bidding tutors to engage in any other business 
ene | 1 considerable discussion, but it was finally 
passed.

The p!atform in the east end of the Garden was 
ooontet by Mr. E. D.* Jones, the Superintendent 
of inity Baptist Sunday-school, who presided 
ever the gathering, and with him was seated the 
Rev. B. B. Jutten, of the Memorial Baptist Church: 
the Rev. Dr. A. H. Burlingham. Mr. B. F. Judeon, 
of the Fifth-Avenue Baptist Sunday-School; the 
Rev. Robert Bruce Hull, of the Baptist Tabernacle; 
the Rev. William H. Pendleton, of the Fifty-third- 
Street Baptist Church; the Rev. D. Halsey Moore, 
of the Lexington-Avenue Baptist Church. and 
several other clergymen and gentlemen and ladies 
interested in Baptist Sunday-scbool work. Mr. 
Jones opened the exercises of the afternoon by 
calling for “three cheers for the Baptist Sunday- 
schools of New-York City,’ and the 5,000 little 
throats peaied forth shrill and hearty cheers 
whieh made the Garden resound.

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FLAMES IN A COTTON WAREHOUSE. 


PROPERTY WORTH NEARLY $100,000 pe- 
STROYED IN DESBROSSES-STREET. 

The cotton storage warehouse of George C. 
Hartich, Nos. 65 and 67 Watts-street, and running 
through to Nos. 12 and 14 Desbrosses-street, was 
destroyed by fire early yesterday morning. involv- 
ing aloss of between $90,000 and $100,000. The 
a was of brick, having a frontage of 59 feet 
on each street andadepth of 180 feet. The fire 
was discovered at3:15 A. M. bya policeman. The 
firemen met with great difficulty in foreing open 
the doors of the building, and wen ar entrance 
was effected they found the building so full of 
smoke from the burning eotton that they were 


unable to enter it. The flames were burning 
fiercely onthe second floor in the centre of the 


buiiding at a distance from any light or fire, and it 


is therefore believed that the fire was carried into 
the building ina bale of cotton, and that it had 
been smoldering for hours before it was diseevered. 
The fire was confined to the building in which it 
originated. There were nearly 5,000 bales of cotton 
in the builaing, and they were packed so closely 
against the windows that the water could not 
reach the flames. At about 4 o'cloek the west wall 
split in balf and fell into the yard of No, 16 Des- 
brosses-street, crushing in its deseent a shed in 
which were stored 100 barrels of flour. The east 
wall eeon fell into the yard of No, 10 Desbrosses- 
street, demolishing a rear extension. The falling 
of the walle was duemainly to the swelling and 
bursting of the cotten bales. The walls were 
very thin, and were not anchored or 
braced in any way. No person was injured. 
At 6 o'clock the fire was under control. Two en- 
gines were at work all day yesterday throwing 
water on the burning cotton within the ruins. 
Superintendent Wilson, of the Fire lnsuranee Pa- 
trol, with a large force of men, removed about 
1,000 bales of the half-burned cotton, and it is ex- 
peoted the salvage will be at least 40 per cent. 

The principal owners of the cotton in the burned 
building are as follows: Hopkins, Dwight & Co., 
No. 134 Peai)-street, 2,000 bales; Williams, Black & 
Co., No. 1 William-street, 748 bales; W. W. Bruce 
and Cook, No. 28 Water-street, 1.710 bales; Everett 
Brothers, Gibson & Ce. No. 74 Wall-street, 17 bales; 
A. B. Gwathmey and Blass, No. 123 Pearl-street, 100 
bales; Fielding & Gwynn, No. 16 Exchange-place, 
85 bales; McFadden & Co., 190 bales, and J. A. 
Murchison, 3 bales. The damage to the cotton 
is estimated at $80,000 and is fally covered by insu- 
rauce, The building belongs to the estate of Amos 
Hepkins, and the Joss on it will be about $12,000. 
The loss on the fleur stored in the shed in the yard 
of No. 16 Desbrosses-street was $750. It belonged 
to Ackerman Brothers. The extension to the dwell- 
ing No. 10 Desbrosges-street, crushed by the falling 
east wall, will amount to $1,000. The dwelling is 
occupied by CO. R. Aikman, Captain of the tug-boat 
Wilson, and T. R. Connelly, Captain of the tug- 
boat Martin. They lose $500 each on furniture.

A party of Indian women and children, 
presumably a non-combatant contingent of 
the hostiles now being pursued by Gen. 
Crook, have mysteriously turned up on the 
San Carlos Reservation, in Arizona. Where 
these poor creatures have been since their 
fighting men went on the war-path is not 
known. But it is a custom as old as the 
reservation system for a tribe going to 
-Wwar, or engaging in any predatory ex- 
pedition, to leave their wives and 
offspring to the care of our paternal 
Government. The Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs declares that this sort of thing must 
be discountenanced, and that the people at 
‘San Carlos, if they belong to the hostile 
Chiricahuas, must be held as prisoners. 
This is businesslike and sensible. There are 
hidden channels of communication between 
the non-combatant Indians at home and 
those who are on the war-path. The attest 
and quasi imprisonment of the women and 
children would soon be known in the hos- 
tile camp, and an exhibition of a little rigor 
would have its effect with the fighting ab- 
sentees. 


Mr. Henry Watterson, for the topic of 
his address before the literary societies of 
Vanderbilt University, Nashville, yesterday, 
chose the somewhat singular one of ‘‘ The 
Homicidal Side of Southern Life.”’

THE STREET RAILROAD BILL 
VETOED. 


The Governor has finally concluded té 
withhold his approval from the so-called 
General Street Railroad bill, and in doing so 
has stated his reasons at great length. The 
objections which he has put, on file are 
those which we have repeatedly pointed 
out. The general character of the 
‘pill was vitiated by provisions which 
had, and were intended to have, only a 
Jocal application. In excepting certain 
streets, in providing that compensation 
should be made for the use of streets, and 
in requiring that pavements between and 
adjacent to tracks should be kept in repair, 
it applied only to this City. There were 
other provisions framed to meet the wants 
of certain corporations which claim to have 
already obtained the privilege of construct- 
ing street railroads here. It is doubtful 
whether a measure containing such special 
features could be regarded as a general act 
within the meaning of the Constitution. 


The Governor discusses at length the 
question of consent of property-owners and 
local authorities required by the Constitu- 
tion, and takes the sensible ground that the 
intent of this requirement was that such 
-consent should be newly obtained under the 
general act to be passed. Section 6 of the 
vetoed bill permitted existing companies to 
construct and extend their lines under ‘con- 
sents obtained years ago. The Governor 
also finds some ‘‘curious features’’ in sec- 
tion 7, the purpose of which was to exclude 
from the ground claimed by existing compa- 
nies under consent heretofore obtained all 
rival companies which might obtain the con- 
sent of present owners and present authori- 
ties. . He concludes that nobody could read 
the bill attentively without the conviction 
that its ‘‘design is more to further private 
and corporate schemes than to furnish the 
citizens of the State with street railroad fa- 

‘cilities under the spirit and letter of the 
Constitution and within the limits therein 
fixed for the benefit of the people.’’ The 
conclusion is one which forces itself upon 
the mind, and the wonder is that the Gov- 
ernor should have been so long in reach- 
ing it. ; 

A general street railroad law is needed 
and should have been passed long ago, and, 
as Gov. CLEVELAND says, it would not be 
difficult to frame one applying to all locali- 
ties alike and avoiding all provision for pri- 
vate and local purposes. Such a one was, 
in fact, offered in the Assembly by Mr. 
Crane, of this City, put the promoters of 
special schemes had so much more influence 
with the Legislature than advocates of the 
public interesis that he could secure no at- 
tention for it. The same clique of jobbers 
has been allowed to ruin every effort to 
pass the much-needed street railroad act, but 
a recognized public need should not be used 
as acover for private designs that are in- 
consistent with public interests. Until the 
Legislature can be induced to pass a General 
Street Railroad act that is honest and framed 
in accordance with the purposes of the Con- 
stitution, the State should do without any at 
all. To allow any other to become a law 
would be an encouragement to the most 
vicious kind of special legislation. 


THE REACTION iN GEORGIA. 


Because Mr. McDanren, who was lately 
chosen Governor of Georgia to succeed 
ALEXANDER H. StepPxens, belongs to the 
Bourbon faction of the Democracy and is 
opposed to all the liberal tendencies in the 
party, it seems to be assumed that a reac- 
tion in the politics of the State has 
set in. The election of McDanre. 
was, to a certain extent, a defeat of 
the purposes of Senators Brown and 
Co.iguitT, who represent the more liberal 
wing of the party, but it was in no sense the 
result of a popular movement. The Bour- 
bon triumph was largely accidental. Mc- 
DanrEu’s election was an inevitable conse- 
quence of his nomination. No real con- 
test was made, the vote was very light, and 
allon one side. The nomination was rot 
the offspring of popular choice. Most of 
the delegates to the convention were chosen 
with a view to the candidacy of either 
Bacon or Boynton, both of whom in differ- 
ent ways represented the liberal tendency. 
They were very evenly matched, and, there 
was opposition enough to both to prevent 
the nomination of either. The agreement 
upon McDANIEL was arranged by a com- 
mittee, and was the outcome of a dead-lock. 
There was no direct contest between the 
Bourbons and the liberals, in which the for- 
mer were victorious. 

McDanieu standing as he does for the 
reactionary spirit of the Bourbons, it is now 
claimed that they have obtained control and 
will shape political action in the State for 
years tocome. Itis assumed that Senator 
Brown has suffered an irretrievable defeat, 
and that Coxiquitt will cease to figure in 
active politics. Georgia is to drift back 
from its advanced position, popular educa- 
tion is to suffer, and the cause of equal 
rights is put under acloud. But it is to be 
remembered that in all this the people of the 
State are yet to be consulted. There is no 
‘indication of a backward current in their 
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nd it is not possible for a cliqu 
i ciedese by-ohe or two hide. 
bound organs of conservatism, to control 
the movements of a people among whom the 
forces of progress are at work. 

There is enough enlightened and progres- 
sive sentiment in the State of Georgia to en- 
able its people to know where their own in- 
terests lie. It has been making rapid indus- 
trial and political progress of late. It has 
promised to take the lead among Southern 
States in coming into line with the national 
spirit. The Bourbon element has fallen into 
a minority in the State, and no accidental 
predominance at the capital is going to 
give it a lasting control. Revolutions do 
not go backward in this fashion. Gov. 
McDantex and his supporters may try to 
make a combination by promising Brown’s 
seat in the Senate to Bacon in the hope of 
buying off his opposition, but before their 
bargains are carried out an account must 
be taken of the real sentiment of the people. 
Whenever acontest begins in which the 
people take part that sentiment will make 
itself felt, and it will appear whether the 
Bourbon reaction is a real one. There is 
thus far no evidence that it is.

THE ZUNIS AND THEIR LANDS. 


We are glad to learn from the statement 
which Senator Locan has given to the pub- 
lic that he had no interest whatever in his 
son-in-law’s attempt to establish a cattle 
ranch upon the lands of the Zuni Indians in 
New-Mexico. It is now clear that for some 
reason he reconsidered his original determi- 
nation to get possession of these lands, al- 
though, we regret to say, the latter part of 
his statement indicates that this change of 
mind was not caused by the discovery that 
the taking of the lands would be an act of 
great injustice to the Zunis and might bring 
them face to face with famine. It was in 
December last that the Senator made known 
to the Washington correspondent of Tam 
Tres his intention to take the lands around 
the Nutria Springs. A correspondent ‘in 
or near Santa Fé—said to have been that 
enterprising and intelligent ethnologist, 
Mr. Cusninc, who voluntarily went into 
exile in the Zuni pueblo for the purpose of 
learning the history and traditions of that 
ancient race—had declared, in a long letter 
published in a Boston newspaper, that the 
Senator bad undertaken to become the owner 
of these lands, which the Indians had cul- 
tivated for centuries, and which had been 
excluded from their reservation by a suryey- 
or’s error, recently discovered. When the 
Senator’s attention was directed to this state- 
ment, and to the plea made by the Santa Fé 
writer in behalf of these peaceful Indians, 
he replied: ‘‘I think I will take the land if 
I can get it.” The Senator’s reply was re- 
ported in a dispatch published in THe Times 
on the following morning, Dec. 13, 1882, as 
follows: ; 

**If it was public land he |Senator Locan] saw no 
reason why it should not be pre-empted. Hahad 
looked at the land, and he thought he would take 
it if he could get it."’ 

So it appears that he changed his mind, 
for it was his son-in-law who.attempted to 
take the land, and he was not concerned in 
the transaction. The President, however, 
learned that the land had been omitted from 
the reservation by an oversight, and that it 
was needed for the support of the Indians, 
who supposed that they owned it. He at 
once corrected the error, and in this way 
prevented the establishment of the ranch. 

It is said that the Zunis owe the preserva- 
tion of their land to Mr. Cusnrne. If this 
be true, then he is a philanthropist as -well 
as an ethnologist, and he deserves the praise 
rather than the contempt of such men as 
Senator Loean. In his work at the Zuni 
pueblo this young man has surely shown 
bravery, self-denial, industry, enthusiasm, 
and other qualities which that intrepid 
soldier cannot fail to admire. It must be 
that Mr. Cusarne has been misrepresented to 
the Senator, and that an accurate knowledge 
of his character and labors would remove the 
unfavorable impression which the Senator 
has received. There is something of the 
hero in ayoung and well-educated man who 
becomes a ‘‘ white Indian,’’ eats ‘‘ the vilest 
food ever known toa human being,’’ and 
lives ‘‘in tle midst of the most nauseating 
and offensive stench,’’ for the sake of 
science alone. 

If we did not know that the Senator had 
no part in the cattle ranch enterprise we 
might be led by a part of his statement to 
suppose that he was in sympathy with those 
who tried to get the lands, and even with 
persons who regard our Indian treaties as 
compacts that white men are not bound to 
respect. The Senator thinks that the Zunis 
have too much Jand, and he says so in a 
series of argumentative questions. He ap- 
parently regards their privileges as far 
greater than those of white men who try to 
locate land near their ‘‘sacred soil,’’ as he calls 
The Indians, and especially the Zunis, 
seem to be regarded by him as nuisances and 
highly favored interlopers who stand in the 
way of white men who desire to pre-empt 
or buy land. The Zuni reservation is a very 
small one; it is only a dot on the map. 
Each Zuni’s share is very small in compari- 
son with the share of an inhabitant of the 
Indian Territory or of an Indian in one of 
the large reservations. The Senator’s plan 
of distribution, if applied to all Indian res- 
ervations, would release millions of acres to 
those who are in search of cattle ranches, 
but it could hardly be adopted without 
ignoring our treaties, and we cannot believe 
that the Senator would recommend the vio- 
lation of these. 
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THE STORY OF A COMPROMISE. 


Some of the peculiar ways in which jus- 
tice is administered or ‘‘dispensed with’’ in 
the District of Columbia are shown in the 
history of the Ottman case. Eight years 
ago a package of new legal-tender notes, 
amounting in value to $47,097, was stolen 
from the cash-room 6f the United States 
Treasury. The thief was a clerk named 
HALuEcK, one of whose accomplices was 
W. H. Orrman, a liquor-seller. These per- 
sons were arrested, and HALLECK Was con- 
victed and sentenced to be imprisoned. An 
application for a new trial having been 
granted, he was Teleased, and he became.a 
witness for the Government against Orr- 
MAN, who was indicted and twice tried. 
Each of the two juries failed to agree, 
and it is said that they yielded to 
secret influences which have been s0 
potent in other and more important 
triala which have taken nlace in the old 
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District Court-house. Proceedings in the 
criminal cases were doned, but by civil 
suit and seizure a large part of the stolen 
money was recovered. A package of $14,- 
500 in the identical notes which had been 
stolen was captured ina bank where Ort- 
MAN had placed it, and the entire sum re- 
covered and placed in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the United States was $31,525. 
The case of the Government was a clear 
one. Fair trials before incorruptible juries 
would have resulted in the punishment of 
the thief and his accomplices, and the 
restoration of at least three-fourths of their 
plunder to its rightful owner. But the 
Government became weary. The obstacles, 
like those which the star route prosecutors 
have encountered, were so great that the 
defendants were not again disturbed. 

Last Summer, seven years after the date 
when HaLuEcK stole the money, a compro- 
mise was made, the details of which seem to 
have been made public for the first time a 
few daysago. The Hon. Ricuarp Crow- 
LEY, we are told, appeared as OrrMAn’s at- 
torney, empowered to represent him in the 
negotiations. Of the sum in the Treasury, 
$12,500 was paid to the Department of Jus- 
tice, and the remainder, $19,525, was given 
to Mr. Crowtey for his client, so that the 
Government, having in its possession nearly 
three-fourths of the stolen money, gave back 
$19,525 to one of the thieves, and has only 
$12,500 to show as the fruit of its detec. 
tives’ and attorneys’ labors. 


Why did not the Government, having a 
clear case against the thieves, prosecute 
them successfully ? Was the Attorney-Gen- 
eral convinced by two mistrials that an hon- 
est jury could not be-secured? Orrman 
was entitled to all of the captured money or 
no part of it. By agreeing to the compro- 
mise he seems to have admitted his guilt. 
Why did the present Attorney-General al- 
low this compromise to be made, thereby re- 
leasing a large part of the money which had 
been recovered by hard work and at heavy 
cost? Wasit not possible by further pro- 
ceedings to so firmly establish the Govern- 
ment’s title to this money that no one could 
reasonably claim it? These are some of the 
questions suggested by the history of this 
remarkable case. 


DECORATION DAY. 


This is the day agreed upon throughout a 
large part of the Republic as fitting to 
commemorate the. services of those who 
died to save the union of the States. To- 
day, in innumerable cities, towns, and ham- 
lets, people will assemble to honor the graves 
of those who shed their blood and sacrificed 
their lives in order that a government of the 
people, by the people, for the people should 
not perish fromthe earth. To-day, from 
the uncertain - line that marked the 
northern boundary of the Border 
States .to the’ pine forests of ; Maine, 
the. devious verge of Michigan, and 
the wilds of Oregon, there will be assembled 


many a group of patriots who, with a glow 


of patriotic emotion, will recall the deeds of 
the heroic past and will garnish anew the 
graves of those who made that past forever 
memorable. ‘To-day the survivors of the 
war of the.rebellion will feel once more 
their importance in the history of the Re- 
public. They will turn their vision back- 
ward upon the shadowy host that has pre- 
ceded them, and will salute the memory of 
old comrades who have struck their tents 
for the last time, have fought their last bat- 
tle, have laid down their arms, and have 
passed into the silent land. 


When the feeble and rapidly diminishing 
remnants of the Grand Army parade on this 
day, bringing out into the light of day 
the tattered fragments of the* flags they 
bore into the fight years’ ago, it is difficult 
for any thoughtful person to regard the 
spectacle with indifference, or even without 
emotion. Perhaps. it is only a feeble 
tribute which we render to the manes of 
those who died in defense of the Union 
which we pay on Decoration Day. They 
have passed beyond the influence of 
human , sympathy, admiration, or © praise. 
The day celebrated is rather for the living. 
It is observed chiefly to inculcate a patriotic 
lesson, not to. pay unavailing honors to the 
irresponsive shades of departed heroes and 
martyrs. 

One may well wonder what will eventually 
become of Decoration, Day. It has finally 
become a national day of observanceg It is 
as much a part of the national.calendar as 
Independence ; Day or Thanksgiving. Will 
it, like these, eventually lose its significance 
and take its place in the list of holidays the 
original import of which has been forgotten ? 
This is more than likely. It is possible that 
future generations may ask why the 30th of 
May is thus mournfully celebrated. And 
that time, which now seems so far off, 
is undoubtedly to be hastened by the in- 
creasing desire to include in the ceremonies 
of Decoration Day a service in honor of 
those who fell on the losing side of the 
great contest. They who thus fell are be- 
yond our reproaches, as the others are be- 
yond the reach of our applause. But, as the 
years roll by, there is more charity for the 
dead of both armies, more fraternal sympa- 
thy for those who survive (on either side of 
the line) the shock of battle. If this senti- 
ment grows, as it seems likely to grow, the 
time will come when Decoration Day will 
lose its sectional significance, and when 
the annual parade will only bring to mind 
the fact that there was a great civil war in 
which many men fought nobly, perished 
like heroes, and left to their countrymen a 
united Republic baptized with the life-blood 
of innumerable citizens.

Neither 
of these*facts would prevent people from 
rushing to gaze upon him when the oppor- 
tunity offers, and the receipts of any Sun- 
day-school picnic at which he could be hired 
to sing a hymn would be magnificent. 

Similarly, Mr. Sunurvan could be made a 
powerful attraction at those curious reli- 
gious festivals wherewith impoverished con- 
gregations strive to provide their meeting. 

It 
would be little less than sacrilegious to 
induce Mr. Sunirvan to beg for the 
benefit of the .

THE FRENCH THRONE. 


It is asserted that the Count pz CHam- 
BORD has made a will bequeathing the 
throne of France to the son of Don Cantos. 
Of the precise provisions of this will nothing 
is yet known, but as the legatee isa minor, 
it is probable that the will provides that the 
throne of France shall be placed in the hands 
of Trustees, and that young Don Cartos 
shall receiye during his minority only the 
rents, issues, and profits of the said throne. 

The real importance of the will consists in 
the fact that it is designed to cut off the Or- 
leans Princes without even the traditional 
shilling, and to unite Spain with France. 
The son of Don Cartos is the heir to the 
throne of Spain; and his father, his grand- 
father, and his great-grandfather have been 
engaged in the same business for more than 
half a century. Meanwhile, the Count pz 
CHAMBORD has been for almost the same 
period the heir to the throne of France, 
and he has recently bought the business 
and good-will of the Count pz Paris, who, 
in a small way, was an opposition heir. 
Now that the heirship to the throne, both 
in France and Spain, is to be united, and 
the joint business conducted exclusively by 
Don Caruos the younger, we may expect 
the latter to exhibit more energy and skill 
than he has yet had an opportunity to ex- 
hibit. 

The Count p= CHAMBORD has set an ex- 
ample in this matter which may lead to im- 
portant results. Why should not the young 
Don CaARrLos obtain, either by purchase or 
legacy, the control of the entire heir busi- 
ness throughout Europe? He could con- 
duct it less expensively than itis now con- 
ducted by a dozen different persons, and 
could greatly increase his connections and 
presumably his prosperity. .He might buy 
the business of the Bourbon heirs to the 
Italian States; that of the ex-King of Hano- 
ver, and that of the English Stuarts. He 
could make himself the grand consolidated 
heir to all the European thrones, and could 
thus become a person of tremendous im- 
portance. 

Of course the Orleans Princes will feel 
that they have been wronged and will prob- 
ably contest the will. Fortunately for them, 
the ‘estate of Count DE CHAMBORD, con- 
sisting as it does of his business as heir to 
the French throne, cannot be readily con- 
sumed by the lawyers in the course of the 
struggle over the probate of his will. It is 
doubtful, however, if the Orleans Princes 
would succeed in such a contest, and they 
would doubtless act wisely were they to 
abandon to young Don Car tos his unex- 
pected legacy and resume business in a mod- 
est way as the heirs of the throne of Louts 
PHILIPPE. 


At the opening of the present session of 
Parliament it was somewhat confidently an- 
nounced that it was not to be an Irish ses- 
sion. Events beyond the control of the 
Government have made it, if not an Irish 
session, at least one which has thus far 
yielded very little of that reform legislation 
of which England. is almost as sorely in 
need as Ireland. The days of the session 
are already more than half spent, and Mr. 
GLADSTONE has been compelled to announce 
the abandonment of the bill, giving London 
a central city government in place of 
its present antiquated and unwieldy organi- 
zation, a. measure which the Fall Mall 
Gazelte pronounces more important * even 
than the County Franchise bill. Having 
already suffered three defeats, and the. ob- 
structive Tory and Irish members standing 
ready to meet with indiscriminating opposi- 
tion all its projects, good and bad, there is 
indeed good ground for the Prime Minis- 
ter’s expectation that this will not prove a 
‘‘ brilliant session. ”’ 


The newspapers of the Lower Mississipp1 
Valley have very positive opinions about the im- 
provement of the river,,and some very emphatio 
statements, intended to annoy that genial candi- 
date for Speaker, Mr. S. 8. Cox, are coming to the 
surface. .The New-Orleans 7Zimes-Democrat, for 
example, declares that “of all the opponents 
of the river, of all the enemies of its improve- 
ment, none have been so violent. and so bitter 
as Mr. Cox.

Fourteenth-street is rapidly becoming too valua. 
ble to permit of its use for the purpose ta 
which it is now put. The rent paid by 
the City is $20,000 per annum, and when the 
lease expires, which will be in two years, more 
rent will be demanded. If the $100,000 asked for 
can be secured, it is urged that suitable property 
will be secured at a reasonable valuation; that th< 
interest upon the whole sum appropriated by th« 
State and City will be much less than the 
rent now paid, and that “the regiment will b¢ 
previded with suitable accommodations in Plee, 
of the worn-out structure now oceupied by it.*

HOW A SWINDLER DISCOVERED DEFALCA- 
TIONS AND PROFITED BY THEM. 
New-Haven, May 29.—Isaac H. Lockwood 
will be arraigned before the Grand Jury of 
the United States District Court, at Hart- 


ford, on Thursday, charged with using 
the mails for fraudulent purposes. 
After a rather checkered busines career Lock wood 
went to Stepney, where fhe had an aunt, an aged 
lady named Beers, who gave him a home ana 
money. Atone time she advanced him $240 on 


diamonds valued at $500. He was very busy at 
this time, writing ali the time and taking a great 
many letters to the Post Office. Finally, Lock- 
wood wanted his diamonds back and would 
not pay the $20 in lieu of which they 


were held. His aunt refused to deliver them 
and he thereupon caused her arrest, although she 
was sick, ona charge of theft. Judge Beers, of 
Bridgeport, was sent for, and adius the dlffer- 
ences, but Mrs Beers brought a suit for malicious 
prosecution, which is etill pending. awaiting the 
termination of the action instituted in the United 
States Court by the District Attorney. 

Lockwood had devised ove of the most ingenious 
confidence games ever known in this country, and 
was reaping the proceeds of his cleverness while 
at Stepneyiast Winter, He mailed to addresses in 

section of the country many circulars 
beaded.“ Practical Philanthropy ! $780,000. the 
ot a Banker for the Benefit of the Banking 
ge of the United States." The circu- 
calls attention to an alleged bequest 
a retired banker of $730,000 for an 
and unostentatious charity. The 
banker, it is explained, was, when a 
man. employed in a Boston bank. He was 
of society, and. possessing extravagant tastes, 
was drawn by slow degrees into arate of ex- 
penditure far in excess of his ineeme. At last he 
stood upon the brink of ruin, a defauiter in the 
sum of $85,000. In despair he appealed to a “ very 
wealthy and eccentric friend” for counsel. 
The latter gave him $85,000 in cash, to save him 
“to a life of usefulness.” Twe conditions only, 
accompanied the gift. The first was, that an ac- 
count should be kept daily of all personal ex- 
penses, and one-third of the yourg man’s means 
should be — in San onl ~ J accoupbt Saieneed 
uarterly. ne second condition was at in 
iter life the money thus saved would be used to 
save some other person from ruin and disgrace. 
The recipient of this strange legacy is said to 
have grown rich, but he died without fina- 
ing an oppertunity to help any person as he had 
been helped. He, therefore, conceived the idea 
of leaving $780,000 as a s rt of trust fund for 
the benefit of bank officers who have defaulted. 
The circular, it is aunouneed, is sent to every bank 
in the United States, and the following paragraph 
appears in it: “ Persons who do not stand in need 
ana witbin the design of this assistance will be too 
honorable to seek any advantage by pretending to, 
ana they will see that this circular does not fall 
fate improper hands.” The recipient of the cireu- 
is invited toa personal interview with the Ex- 
poutor, under whose signature at the bottom of 
the circular is the address: Post Office Box No. 
385, Stepney Depot, Conn. 

Lockwood procured the names and addresses of 
bank officers and employes and sent them a copy 
of this or a similar circular. After his arrest a 
manuscript story in the same line entitled “A 
Banker's Life, by Himself,” was found among Lis 
effects. He sent out 5,000 or more of the circulars, 
and in order to do this was obliged to find a Post 
Office where his operations would be winked at. It 
is believed by the authorities that George Pace, 
the Postmaster at Stepney, knew of his scheme 
and was a partner in it. Page was arrested, but 

. and is now believed to be in Dakota, 

. Answers to the circulars were received in con- 
siderable numbers. They came from bankers and 
bankers‘ employes, from children whose fathers 
had been dishonest, and wives whose husbands 
were defau!ters. Amongthe writers, whose con- 
fessions and appeals for help are in the bands 
of the authorities, were a Lieutenant in 
the Roya! Engineers, stationed at Guern- 
sey, a ruined Irish gentleman. an attaché 
of the British Wesleyan body, a poor 
Glasgow woman writing in bebalf of her dishonest 
busband. and a host of persons in this eountry. in- 
elu Treasurers of benevolent associations, bank 
pierks, one delinquent lawyer, and one editorin a 
Bosten newspaper offiee. The letters present piti- 
ful stories of dishonesty and pecuniary need. 

wood’s game, after he received these letters 
pod beeame conversant with the affairs of the 
writers, was to black-mail them by threatening 
to report them to the financial institution or 
firm from whieh they had stolen according 
to their own confessions.

PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND 

REFORMED SYNOD—OTHER GATHERINGS. 

SaraToGa, May 29.—In the Presbyterian 
General Assembly the Temperance Committee 
made its report. There wasa short debate, and 
the report was adopted after amendments offered 
by the Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson had been carried, 
declaring against prohibition as a distinctive 
measure, but hailing with joy and thanksgiving 
the efforts to check intemperance and the sale of 
intoxicating beverages by the power of the Chris- 
tian conscience, of public opinion, and the strong 
arm of the law, and asserting that it is inexpedi- 
ent to employ a Secretary for the Temperance 
Committee or to add the matter of Sabbath ob- 
servance to the werk of that committee. 

The Rev. Dr, Ganse, from the Committee on Con- 
cert of Prayer, recommended, and it was adopted, 
that concerted prayer by all churches for the con- 


version of the world be made on Jan, 6, and for 
colleges and students on the last Thursday of the 
same month. 

The Rev. Dr. Kempshall, from the Committee on 
the Book of Discipline, made a final rep»rt direct- 
ing the resolution creating Judicial! Commissioners 
to be referred to the next Assembly. Adopted. 
The amended Book ot Discipline was then adopt- 
ed as a whole, and sent down to the Presbyteries. 

A resolution of Dr. Herrick Johnson was edopted 
that the General Assembly sha!l unite with the 
Episcopal General Convention and the Methodist 
General Conference in asking the United States 
Government to preserve faith with the Indians, to 
grant them lands in severalty. to prevent intra- 
sions in the Indian Territory ana reservations, and 
that the matter be presented to President Arthur 
and the Secretary of the Interior by the special 
committee on a civil Government for Alaska. Dr. 
Howard Crosby said that he bad presented a simi- 
lar petition in a fermer committee, and had been 
snubbed twice py the officials, and he had no desire 
to again present it. He moved that he be’excused 
from serving on the committee, and that Dr. John- 
son be —— He was accordingly excused 
and Dr. Johnson named in his place. 

At the afternoon session the Rev. Dr. Galman, 
from the Committee on Narrative, submitted a re- 
port on the state of religion. Statistics were pre- 
sented showing that the church was never in bet- 
ter financial condition for effective Christian 
work. Accounts from nearly all the churches 
showed that the stream of Christian activity and 
beneficence was steadily widening. At the even- 
ing session speeial committees were appointed 
agd resolutions of thanks adopted, after whieh 
Moderator Hatfie’d announced the adjournment of 
the assembly to meet bere again in 1884. 


PITTSBURG, May 29.—The Reformed Pres- 
byterian Synod resumed its session here this morn- 
ing. The Rev. R. C. Wylie, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee er Traveling Fund, reported, showing the 
amount of the fund to be $3,100, and the expenses 
of the members of the Synod $3,485. The report 
was adopted. The Rev. David McCallister, of New- 
York, presented the report of the Sabbath Com- 
mittee. The report recommended amore strict ob- 
servance of Sunday, and was adopted. 

At the evening session the ease of David Tor- 
revs, who was suspended from membership in 
the New-York Presbytery, was taken up, and 
occupied the greater part of the session. 
A vote was taken and the Moderator was sus- 
tained. The main question, whether or not Tor- 
rons should be reinstated, was then put and re- 
sulted in the action of the New-York Presbytery in 
suspending Mr. Torrens being sustained. 

The next meeting of the Synod was fixed for 
May 4, 1884, to be held at Northwood, Ohio. 

The discussion of the instrumental musie ques- 
tion attracted a large audience to to-day’s session 
of the Union Presbyterian Assembly. At 10 o’clock 
the Committee on Bills and Overtures presented 
majority and minority reports on the subject of 
instrumental music in churches, both of which 
were read. These reports called forth a warm de- 
bate, which continued throughout the day’s session. 


Boston, May 29.—The annual meeting of 
the American Unitarian Association was held here 
this morning. The report of the Board of Directors 
shows that $42,000 was received for general pur- 
poses during the year, besides $23,000 in bequests. 
There has been raised fer denominational work 
during the year $224,500, including $12,000 to extin- 
guish the debt upon a church at New-Orleans, $15.,- 
000 to increase the endowment of the Meadville 
Theological School, and $10,500 for Hungary. 
Thirty-nine societies have received aid frem the 
treasury. The Treasurer’s repert shows the total 
receipts for the past year as $132,172, and a balance, 
after paying all expenses, of $2,662. The following 
officers were elected: President—Henry P. Kidder; 
Vice-Presidents—George William Curtis and 
Charles Allen; Secretary—The Rev. G. Reynolds; 
Assistant Secretary—George W. Fox, and Treas- 
urer—Charies H. Burrage. 


BALTIMORE, May 29.—The centenary cele- 
bration of the organization of the diocese of Ma- 
ryland (Protestant Episcopal Church) began this 
morning at St. Paul’s Chureh, Charles-street.

THE WAGES OF IRON- WORKERS. 


THE MANUFACTURERS INSIST ON A REDUC- 
TION OF 10 PER CENT. 

PiTTsBURG, May 29.—A protracted meeting 
of the Protective Association of Iron Menufactu- 
rers of the West, which was organized a year ago, 
was held in this oity to-day. No previous 
anaouncement wus made of the meeting, 
and every effort was made to keep from the 
public a knowledge of what was going 
on, but every movement supposed to have a bear- 
ing on the wages question is watched so closely 


that before the meeting had been in session an 
hour it was generally known on the street that the 
mill-owners were engaged in a discussion of the 
all-absorbing topic. During the five hours the 
manufacturers. sat with closed doors numerous 
conjectures concerning their probable action were 
made. Many workmen confidently asserted that 
the result of the meeting would be a notice that 
the reduction in wages would not be in- 
sisted upon. Others less sanguine. predict- 
ed that the manufacturers would reaffirm 
their previous action, or at least would only pro- 
pose a compromise. The second prediction proved 
to be correct. When the meeting adjourned it was 
stated that a compromise or withdrawal of the 
proposition to reduce wages had not been sug- 
gested, but that after a full discussion a resolution 
had been unanimously adopted reaffirming the 
proposition te reduced wages 10 per cent. and pro- 
viding for an arrangement whereby 2 cents instead 
of 244 cents shall be the basis of scales. It was 
also stated that the Executive Committee had been 
empowered to act on any propositions for a 
settlement which the Amalgamated Association 
might make. This action of the Manufacturers’ 
Association ends all hope of an amicable settle- 
ment, and in a majority of mills in this secticn the 
fires, which were allowed to go out this evening to 
allow the workmen to — in the services 
of Decoration Day, will not be lighted again until 
either the Amalgamated Assoeiation accepts the 
manufacturers’ terms or the latter withdraw the 
proposition to reduce wages. Those who have 
studied the situation most carefully do net look 
for an offer to compromise from either side. 
The manufacturers are firmly settled in the 
determination to lessen the cost of production in 
proportion to the decline in the price of iron. The 
workmen, on the other hand, honestly believe 
there is no occasien for a reduction in wages, and 
their leaders assert that they will stand out until 
next Summer if neeessary. 

The next few days promise to be full of exciting 
developments, among tbe most important of 
which will be the determination of the attitude 
of the non-union workers of the country. The in- 
dications are that they will continue to work at 
the reduced wages pending a settlement. It is 
known that such an arrangement has been made 
atthe Apollo Iron-works, owned by P. Langman 
& Co., and similar arrangements are believed to 
have been made at other mills. It is also stated 
that the mills at Canonsburg, Penn., and Leech- 
burg, Penn., where union men are employed, will 
also centinue in operation on a constitutional 
agreement. It is known thata proposition of the 
kind has been made to the men, and’ the proprie- 
tors of the establishment are confident the proposi- 
tion will be accepted. These mills are all engaged 
in the manufacture of finesheet-iron. The Amalza- 
mated Association officers assert that none of the 
mills will be able to continue in operation condi- 
tionally, and profess to believe that the brisk de- 
meee f = fine sheet-iron will compel them to sien 
the scale. 


CINCINNATI, May 29.—A committee of pud- 
diers waited upon E. L. Harper, of the Riverside 
Works and the Swift Iron and Steel Works, of 
Newport, Ky., to-day, and demanded that they be 
paid, according to the scale of 1881, at the rate of 
$6 per ton for ore, which is 50 cents a ton higher 
than is now paid. Mr. Harper, in speaking to a re- 
porter about the matter, said: “You can say 
that the finishers think it a great outrage 
to ask more than the present, prices, and 
it is probable that the finishers and heat- 
ers will withdraw from. the combination 
and continue to work at present rates under the 
existing contract until the Pittsburg scale is made. 
It is unwise for the puddiers to expect to be 
paid better prices than they are getting now, and 
the wen in the other departments of the work ail 
think so. All that is being paid, up as far as Pitts- 
burg, is $4 30a ton, and now is not a good time to 
strike for more in this locality. There has been no 
risein the market foriron. Any man who expects 
to get big prices for his work or his material now 
will be disappointed.” 

It is expected that the Amalgamated Iron and 
Steel-workers’ Assocjation will present their new 
scale to all the manufacturers in this vicinity to- 
morrow. It will not be accepted. This will pre- 
cipitate a strike upon the part of the pitddlers, 
which will soon involve other branches of the iron 
industry and throw 3,000 men out of employment. 
The manufacturers say that if they bank their fires 
it may be several months before they will try to 
light them again. Tney will under no cireum- 
stances enter into any more agreements with the 
men if the one usder which they are now working 
is broken by a strike.

The manufacturer of woolen goods 
will not always support the tax on the raw mate- 
rial which he must draw from abroad merely to 
maintain the solidarity of all the interests opposed 
to tariff reduction. The cotton manufacturer is 
already indifferent about the protective features 
of the tariffand is becoming aware of its restrio- 
tive operation on his chances of ever securing 
access to the markets of Asia and South America, 
which naturally belong to him. The copper-min- 
ing monopoly, which sells its product cheaper in 
Engiand than at home, will not always be tolerated 
by thousands of tributary manufacturers, and the 
Bessemer syndicate may not improbably within the 
next five years find it to be their interest to aban- 
don the shallow pretense that they represent an 
“infant” orstruggling industry.

THE PARADE, THE EXERCISES IN THE ACAD- 
EMY, AND OTHER ENTERTAINMENTS. 
The observance of Decoration Day in this 
City will be on a grander acale than has been at- 
tempted before formany years. Its two distinc- 
tive features will be the parade in the morning 
and the entertainment at the Academy of Music 
in the evening.

33 posts of the Grand Army of the Republic, vet- 
eran organizations, civie societies. and the floral 
wagons. The naval and military display will be 
novel and imposing. Nearly a thousand 
of the sailors and marines from the 
United States vesseis in the harbor, armed 
as if in readiness to engage in battle will be in Jine, 
and the ambulances, stretchers, and guns of the 
land forces will accompany the procession. Admi- 
ral Cooper insisted on falling in with his men, and 
he was accorded the privilege. The boys of the 
school-ship Saratoga will muster in strong force and 
participate in the street display. At Fourth-street 
the last three divisions of the Grand Army will 
break off from the main line and mareh to 
the ferry en route for the Lutheran Ceme- 
tery, on Long Island, where the eeremory 
of unveiling the monument erected by Koltes 
Post will take place. Carl Schurz will de- 
liver the oration. After being dismissed at Canal- 
street, the other posts will proceed to the several 
cemeteries in this vicinity and decorate the graves 
of the dead. At 8 o’clock in the morning the 
monument of Abraham Lincolnin Union-sauare 
willbe decorated by Post Lincoln. The oration 
will be delivered by Gen. Horace Porter. Secretary 
Lincoln is expected to be present. ‘ 

The Academy of Music has been elaborately dec- 
orated for the evening’s entertainment. This will in- 
clude an address by Henry Ward Beecher, an ora- 
tion by Gen. George A. Sheridan, readings by Miss 
Georgia Cayvan, of the Union-Square Theatre, 
and Charles Roberts, Jr., and singing by Miss Emma 
Abbott and Car!

COTTON TRANSACTIONS OF A YEAR. 
There was a large attendance at the annual 
meeting of the New-York Cotton Exchange yester- 
day, and the reports of various officers and com- 
mittees were received with unanimous approval. 
President M. B. Feldinge presented a report in 


which he said that the large yieid of the cotton 
crop of 1882-3 had exercised a depressing influenee 
onthe cotton trade. The sales of actual cotton 
recorded as having been made in the Exchange 
during the past year were 506,123 in number, 
as against 513,975 the previous year and 
561,016 two years ago. The transactions for 
the year just closed in contracts for future de- 
livery foot up 25,907,100. In 1881-2 the transac- 
tions of this eharacter numbered 32,768,000. The 
Cotton Exchange now has 455 members, 35 new 
ones having been elected during the year. The 
President called attention to the recent purchase 
by the Building Committee of the site bounded by 
Beaver, William, and Pearl streets for $405,193 96, 
and stated that Mr. George B. Post, the architect, 
had been instructed to proceed with ail possible 
speed in the preparation cf plans and estimates for 
the proposed new building. The Building Com- 
mittee hopes to be able to begin the work of de- 
molishing the buildings on the reeentiv acquired 
site within two or three weeks. The Treasurer's 
report showed a balance in the treasury of $14,488, 
Tne receipts during the past year were $47,480 52 
and the disbursements $40,600 87. The estimated 
resources for the ensuing year ars $60,250.

mm DR. NEWTON'S CASE. 
Caan 


~ To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Three of his clerical brethren have been 
chasing Dr. Newton with cries of “Stop the 
heretic!” Sometimes self-appointed policemen 
who undertake to run down a suspected law- 
breaker are tripped up, either purposely by a cot- 
federate of the absconding man, or accidentally 
by an honest person standing, by, who is cheering 
on the lusty and good-winded chasers. An amus- 
ing ineident of this kind has happened to good 
Dr. McKim, who was the last man of three heresy 
hunters to join inthe hue and cry that was raised 
in the Newtor affair. 

The Diocese of Virginia needed an Assistant 
Bishop. Dr. McKim has been a popular man in 
Virginia ever sinee the day he graduated with 
much promise from its theological seminary and 


commenced a pastoral ministry in that diocese. 
When he was over-versuaded, against his earlier 
and better judgment, to take t» his heels in pur- 
suit of Dr. Newton, it was thought the gal- 
lant action would insure his election to 
the episcopate of Virginia. He was a young 
Athanasius; if not contra mundum he was contra 
Newtonian Bibliophobia. It was assumed that he 
must be strictly orthodox, one of the severe and 
rigid elass who had not unlearned anything Vir- 
ginla divines had taught him—that he had not even 
cut his eye-teeth in coming to New-York, and 
that indeed the eye-teeth refused to be cut. 
Alas! there is another kind ef man than an Honest 
one who runs with cry of “Stop, thief!" after an 
escaping suspect. Sometimes he is tripped upto 
his very great surprise. I do not wish to be 
understood as implying Dr. McKim is not an 
honest man, but it appears from the debate in Vir- 
ginia which preceded the election of an Assistant 
Bishop that even he isa heretic. In running and 
hallooing after Dr. Newton, Dr. McKim only 
thought that his own heresy was “such a little 
one’’—as the poor unfortunate girl said of her 
baby—he might be excused. 

Dr. McKim, it seems, was the fir:t person nom!- 
nated for the episcopal office in the recent Vir- 
ginia church council. Then, slowly and sadly, two 
or three other names were presented.. What did 
it mean? Actually one of the clergymen who 
nominated a rival candidate admitted that his 
nominee was not a perfect man, but possessed in- 
firmities common to men. As the first nomination 
had been made with unqualified eulozy, this seemed 
to indicate that Virginia did not wish such a perfect 
Man as Dr. McKim had been described to be. 
When the nominations were all madea Rev, Mr. 
Norwood arose and said that one of the candidates 
was supposed to hold the doctrine of conditional 
immortality, and Dr. MeKim was named. 
Then followed something approaching a scene. 
The leaders of the McKim movement were 
in the secret of their candidate’s heresy, and 
intended to keép it wel! if they could. In case they 
could not they were armed with a letter from Dr. 
McKim himself giving the measure and weight of 
the ‘little one’ to show how smail a heresy it 
was, and, indeed—and this is the worst thing 
about the matter—aimost offering to hide or dis- 
own it, Good old Dr. Minnigerode, whilom Pastor 
of the Confederate Government at Richmond, 
settled the question and appeased the threatened 
strife by declaring that he was willing a private 
Pastor be allowed a wide margin of belief, but would 
vote forno man as Bishop who denied a funda- 
mental doctrine of the Gospel. Thename of McKim 
was withdrawn. Dr. McKim is always an honor- 
able man, ‘a good faithful Pastor; he is usually a 
wise man. I rejoice that heis toremain in 8

A BOOM IN THE OIL MAREET. 


THE PRICE RUNS UP TO THE HIGHEST POINT 
REACHED FOR SEVERAL MONTHS. 

PITTSBURG, May 29.—The oil market broke 
away from the manipulators between 3and 4 
o'clock this afternoon, and amid the most intense 
excitement the price ran up to $1 1234, the highest 
figure attained for three months. Notwithstand- 
ing bullish reports from the field, the bears suc- 
ceeded in holding the price down all the morning 
and during the first two hours of the afternoon to 
between $1 07 and $1 08, and there was little ex- 
citement. Soon after 3 o’clock, however, | re- 


ports, the zuthenticity of which could not 
e disputed, were received, stating that the 
wells on the Cooper tract are declining as rapidly 
as those in the famous Cherry Grove district did 
jast Fall. Within the past week the production 
has dropped off 1,000 barrels, and this despite the 
fact that 30 of them have been torpedoed since 
last Wednesday. This report caused the bears to 
lose their grip on the market ail at once, and 
within 15 minutes the price ran up to $1 12 

The lambs, who had crowded tho lobbies of the 
Exchanges for several days in anticipation of 
a boom, became perfectly wild and _ cer- 
tain that nothing could prevent the price 
from running up to at least $1 25, in- 
vested in large blocks. Toward the close of the 
day’s business a number of persons who had loaded 
up heavily at $1 06 and $1 07 sold out. This forced 
the price down to $1 114, but those who have had 
the most experience consider this decline 
only temporary, and profess to be confident 
that the market will open on Thursday morn- 
ing at $1 15 at least. Several curbstone transac- 
tions were made at $1 14 this evening. The sales 
of the day were nearly 4,000,000 barrels. It is 
stated on good authority that not less than 5,000,000 
barrels have been purchased recently and are held 
by persons in this city in anticipation of a heavy 


advance.

MINNEAPOLIS INCENDIARIES. 


SEVERAL BUILDINGS SET ON FIRE MONDAY 
NIGHT—TOTAL Loss, $75,000. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 29.—About 12 
o’clocek last night a fire broke out on the east side 
in Wheaton & Reynold’s lumber yard and a shingie 
yard belonging to Merriman, .Barrows & Co., 
causing a loss of nearly $44,000,on which there is 
insurance to the amount of $23,000. Aville, Rus- 
sell & Carpenter’s warehouse, at Second-street and 
Second-avenue, south, filled with rags, was de- 
stroyed, causing a loss of $4,000. Another fire 
started about 11:30 o’clock last night in the 
rear ef Dunning’s feed store, in’ Washington- 
avenue, north. Considerable damage was done 
before the spread of the fire could be checked. 
Dunning’s loss about $5,000. Elliott, Millard &Co., 
commission merchants, who occupy the adjoining 
building, lost about $4,500 on stock. G. L. Richards 
& Co., real estate dealers, lost ratber heavily. The 
whole loss sustained by the different firms was in 
the vicinity of $12,000. Several other fires occurred 
during the afternoon, making 10 in all, between 
morning of Monday and this morning. 

The total loss is about $75,000. with insurance of 
$42,200. There is no doubt that all, or nearly all, 
of these fires were the acts of an incendiary, 
though what the motive was no oue has yet been 
able to divine. Rumors of fieeing men 
who were seen on the east side soon 
after the fires broke out are rife, but 
they generally lack confirmation. The officers are 
diligently following every clue, and hope to be 
able to bring the “ fire bugs” to justiee. Several 
men who were prowling around the east side 
yards last night were run in by the police on eus- 
picion, and will probably be sént to jail for 
Vagrancy.

THE GRANITE STATE INQUIRY. 

New-Lonpon, Conn., May 29.—The hear 
ing in the Granite State investigation was 
had this morning, and it will probably con- 
tinne a day or two. The first witness 


called was Foreman Mahan. ~- He first saw. 


the fire from the starboard side of the boilers, 
went on deck and found the alarm had been given. 
He saw two streams of water on the fire. Baggage 
Master Parmalee never saw a fire or boat drill on’ 
the steamer. Head Waiter Goss went on watch at 
1 o’clock. He was in the forward cabin when 
the firc sturted, but be at once aroused the passen- 
gers in the after cabin. ‘Ihe fireman who gave 
the first alarm was examined, but he could 
throw no light on the origin of the 
fire, which. spread with such amazing 
rapidity that the location where it started could 
not be even guessed at. The engineer said that 
the pumps were at work and the hose playing ot 
the fire in less than two minates after the alarm. 
He heard and answered a stop bell from the pilot- 
house, but no more. He heard the wires click 
and backed, believing that to be tne sig- 
pal the pilot sought to give, but was 
only able to get two revolutions before he 
was driven from the engine-room, scorched and 
half suffocated. The bead waiter and other em- 
ployes were alsoexawined, but their evidence was 
merely corroborative of what has heretefore been 
written of the fire.

TRENTON, N. J., May 29.—The Rev. J. H. 
Boyd, Pastor of the Warren-Street Methodist 
Church of this city, who has been missing since 
Thursday last, has returned. He started for

A DEVICE WHICH MAY LEAD TO 
IMPORTANT RESULIS. 

"HE INGENIOUS SCHEME OF TWO WASH- 
INGTON INVENTORS FOR LAYING ELEC- 
TRIC WIRES UNDERGROUND. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Two electricians, 
eho have been for some time and untii recently 
connected with the Patent Office in this ofty, heve, 
they believe, discovered and patented a process 
for solving a problem which bas vexed a good many 
teiegraph people, and which they have taken steps 
te intreduce into practical use. The invention, it 

Is elaimed, will enable all telegraph companies to 

jay their wires underground without encountering 

the difficulties which have confronted electricians 
hitherto. The inventors—Mr. Edward M. Bentley 
avd Mr. W. H. Knight—have not urged tire matter 
publicly; in fact, they bave hesitated to make the 
details of their invention known, but have at last 
consented, upon the advice of friends and with the 
assurance that they are amply protected, to de- 
sc¥ibe some of the difficulties to be overcome and 
the means they have provided for overcoming 


them. 
In conversatisn with a Tres correspondent Mr. 


Bentley said: “I have devoted much study to the 
subject of underground electric lines, and find 
that to people unfamiliar with the subject it seems 
simple enough to run the wires now upon poles in 
underground pipes or conduits, and they think it 
only necessary for acity Council to so vote and it 
can ve done. It is, however, the most difficult 
problem now before the electricians, and it 
is for the interests of the companies own- 
ing the lines to be as anxions as tho 
public that the problem should be solved. 
The two greatest difficulties met with are imper- 
lect imsulation and induction. There is theoret- 
jeally mo such thing as a non-conduetor of elec- 
tricity. The so-called insulators are only very poor 


ronductors, and every material has its own degree 
of electrical conductivity. Dry air is one of the 
best insulators, yet it becomes aconductor for 
electricity of sufficiently great electro-motive force 
as lightning. ‘The conductivity of a body depends 
on its size in cross section. A long slender rod of 
carton would be a very poor conductor for a given 
curmsent, while for the same current a short thick 
rod would be a good conductor. When a long 
wite is to be insulated the cross sec- 
tiot of the insulator is equal to the en- 
tire surface of the wire, and only the 
best and most expensive of insulators are effective 
when thus spread out thinly over a great surface. 
The character of the insulator is also dependent on 
the currents used. An insulation that is sufficient 
for currents of low electro-motive force, as those 
use d for incandescent lights and telegraphs, is not 
euficient for the * high tension’ currents of the arc 
laraps and telephones. For the latter currents the 
best insulation and constant care are necessary. 
Sc me of the best insulating materials, like gutta 
pt reha, are too expensive to be thought of for ex- 
tended use in underground lines. Many xood 
insulators also rapidly deteriorate and decay. 
Moisture is one of the greatest enemies of insula- 
tion and the most difficult to avoid. Water is a 
tolerable conductor of electricity: it causes con- 
nection between wires and injury to insulating 
substances, while itis with the greatest difficulty 
kept out of an underground conduit. 
‘The most serious difficulty, however, is induc- 
tion. When two wires are run parallel to each 
@ varying current in one wire sets up by 
mysterious action a cprrent in the 
neighboring wire.

classes of electric wires multiplied. It has been 
peepesed to avoid it by doubling each circuit so 
the direct and return currents, being in oppo- 
site directions, will neutralize the inductive effects 
of each other. This is effective, but the great cost, 
the additional! space ‘required, and general incon- 
venience. render it impracticable. There are suc- 
cessful telephone cables made by surrounding 
each wire after it has been insulated by rubber or 
gutta percha, with a coating of timfoil or lead, so 
that the tnduction will be taken up by the foil 
instead of the adjacent wire. These cables are 
costly, and. as the energy of the current which 
would nominally be expended in overcoming the 
resistance of the line is largely employed in setting 
up induced currents in the foil, the  cur- 
rent is weakened or retaraed, as it is 
called, and the telephone is useless for more 
than a mile ortwo. On the same principle it has 
been propesed to lay the wires on copper shelves 
in iron conduits, so that the metal of the shelves 
and conduits would take up the induction: but 
aside from the enormous cost the ‘retardation’ 
and danger of ‘short circuiting’ make it out of the 
, Question. It is simply making each line the ‘ pri- 
j * of agreatinductorium. There are also va- 
rious mechanical difficulties that arise, such as ac- 
cessibility of all the wires, the introduction of new 
ones as the increase of the service demands, facili- 
ties for testing and repairing, the exclusion of 
ve ng &e., which still further complicate the 
em.” ‘ 
“ What means have you found of overeoming 
the Giffienlties you have described *’’ was asked. 
' “As I have stated,” replied Mr. Bentley, “the 
‘main difficulties of the problem and the attempts 
atits solution, there is no objection to giving a 
'brief outline of our plan for overcoming them. 
Our efforts have mainly been directed torrard the 
problem of induction, adopting for insulation any 
of the long-known methods, with the important 
change of allotting a greater space to the imdivid- 
ual wires, believing that the usual effort to 
tompress the greatest number of wires into the 
Jeast spaee is a false economy, spaee being 
cheaper than expensive insulators and the induc- 
tive tendency being lessened by the poor dielec- 
tric between the wires. We first take advantage 
of the fact that for safety and convenience the 
¢ light circuits are completely of metal, nnd 
hat the return current may be made to neutralize 
he inductive tendency of the direct current. We 
ake a conduit of any convenient construction 
nd runthe direct wires of the light circuits up 
sleng one side of the conduit and the return 
wires down the opposite side. the direct 
nd return of each circuit being in the 
me plan. Between the two branches 
pf the light circuits we place a second class 
f grounded wires, as the telephone wires. Each 
f these wires is run for a certain distance in 
n parallel proximity to the direct light wires, and 
hen crossed over to the opposite side of the con- 
duit and run an equal distance in equal proximity 
fo the return licht wires. Each telephone wire is 
‘thus subject to equal and opposite inductive ten- 
dencies from the light wires, and all induction be- 
tween the two classes is hence neutralized. The 
rrossing over of the telephone wires from 
ne side of the conduit to the other 
kes place at the janction boxes, whieh are 
preferably situated every 50 feet along the line, 
god affords an opportunity for bringing every tele- 
phone wire toa commun surfaee in a systematic 
‘way, for the purpose of testing, making connec- 
tions, &c. The wires as they cross are !bent hori- 
yontally around a series of vertical sticks, so that 
ee wires and sticks thus woven together make in 
act a switch-beard having the appearance of 
wicker-work on whieh any wire out of 
B theusand can be instantly identified. The 
number of light and telephone wires which 
can be thus arranzedis unlimited. If the tele- 
phone wires are placed half an inch apart, 576 
wires can be placed ina square foot, and if one- 
guarter of an inch apart, 2,204tothe square foot 
are possible. When the telephone wires are placed 
pt such a distarice from one another the cheapest 
jnsulation, as asphaltum or tar, is sufficient to pre- 
vent leakage, and. owing to the inferior dielectric 
roperties of such an insulator, the distance be- 
ween the wires and the fact that ouly ter- 
lary induced currents can come from tel- 
Bphone wires, any mutual induction be- 
fween wires of that class is impossible. There re- 
main now the telegraph wires, including stock 
printers, fire and burglar alarm, district tele- 
graphs, and all others which would disturb the 
telephone wires and be themselves disturbed by 
the light wires. Ifevery one of these wires was 
doubled, each direet wire being provided with a 
return wire in close proximity to it, they would 
not induce into other wires or be disturbed by 
| them. But as this is impracticable on the score of 
expense and the large space required, we 
attain the same end by providing one com- 
mon return wire for a large number of direct 
wires. Eacn group of direet wires and {is com- 
mon return gre wound into a cable in such a man- 
ner that each direct and the common return are 
placed in the same inductive relation to all exter- 
nal wires. By this means the induetive tendency 
of the eurrent in any direct wire is neutralized by 
the same current passing in the opposite direction 
in the common return. This eomr.on return sim- 
ply takes the place of the earth return in the area 
of inductive disturbance, and in case of through 
telegraph lines is grounded outside of the City. 

** We thus neutralize all inductive tendency in the 
whole system, adding to the wires already in nse 
only the few commonreturn lines, and making no 
change in instruments or switch boards. and, ina 
recontl device. especially applicable to smaller con- 
duite, even the common returns are unnecessary, 
the large awnount of metal in the light conductors 
being made to serve asan inductive shield between 
telegraph and telephone wires, each of the two 
jatter classes being placed equidistant from the 
two branches of the light circuit. This system has 
proved completely effectual in preventing all in- 
auction, and is perfectly feasible for an infinite 
number of wires. The conduit may be built of 
the cheapest materials that will insure dryness, in- 
sulation and permanency, as of masonry or of 
plank orterracotta lumber soaked in tar or az 
phalt. As the induetive tendencies are exactly 
balanced throughout the system, no electric ener- 
gy is wasted in setting up induced currents in me- 
tallic coverings and no static troublesfare possible. 

We prepose by our plans to reduce the present 
tangled web of overhead wires to an orderly 
nnderground system, which wil! be of the greatest 
ronvenience to the user, the public, and the elec- 
tric companies, Every kind of electric wire will 
be brought to every man’s door, as gas and water 
fis atpresent. If he wants a telephone, electrio 


ght. stock printer, district messenger. fire or 
urglar alarm or any electric service, the instru-

WHAT IS DOING IN THIS CITY. 

Mr. R. R. Hazard, the President of the 
Gramme Electrical Company, said yesterday that 
the plan of Messrs. Knight and Bentley had been 
breught to the attention of the Committee on 
Eleetrical and Mechanieal Devices which is en- 
gaged in examining all proposed methods of run- 

; ning elecric wires underground. The plan had 
first eome before them in the usual way. A oopy of 
every patent issued at Washington on eleeirical 
devices of any kind issent to the Gramme Com- 
pany. Messrs. Beatiey and Knight’s method was 


patented on May 1. Seon afterward they called 
at the company’s office here and explained their 
ideas fully. Mr. Hazard thought that their plan 
had many features which would recommend it 
to the serious attention of electricians. Mr. Wil- 
liam C. Behrens, the Secretary of the Committee 
on Electrical and Mechanical Devices, said: “I 
bave examined about 400 patents for the purpose 
of solving the problem of successfully running 
wires underground. I feel some delicacy about 
expressing any views on the respective value or 
merit of these contrivances, because the subject 
is difficult, complicated, and of extreme impor- 
tanee. The examinations now being made by me 
are preliminary, and will subsequently be con- 
firmed by the committee. When I have completed 
my studies the committee will be called together 
and all the facts in the case will be laid before 
them. They will then determine whether a 
perfect system has been devised. The com- 
mit has sent notices, setting forth the 
requirements of the interested companies, to all 
parts of the globe, to every scientific soeiety in 
every civilized nation. We expect to be able to re- 
port to the variou: electrical corporations in the 
course of the present Summer absolutely every- 
thing pertaining to the subjeet which has been dis- 
covered anywhere. It is, therefore, too early to 
form any conclusive judgment on any system or 
part ef asystem. But itis safetosay that as far 
as American and foreign patents have been exam- 
ined, the inventions of{Messrs. Bentley and Knight 
seem to deal with the subject more comprehen- 
sively than any others. Tneir inventions are ap- 

rently of distinct value, and in some of their 
eatures are new.” Mr. Behrens also said that it 
would be an improper and premature statement to 
say that a perfect system had been found. This 
one might be found to need great change and im- 
provement. Messrs. Bentley and Knicht are quite 
young but haye bad athorough technical educa- 
tion, and have had ample opportunity while em- 
pleyed in the Patent ce at Washington to study 
all the latest electrical inventions. They have ex- 
perimented with their new system in a yard 75 
feet long with very satisfactory results. 


REGULATING BRIDGE TRAVEL. 


PREPARING FOR A RUSH TO-DAY—-EFFECTS 
ON ELEVATED ROADS AND FERRIES. 

There is room for 15,000 persons on the foot- 
path of the Brooklyn bridge. Superintendent Mar- 
tin estimates that there were fully 20,000 on the 
bridge at one time Sunday. Anticipating a similar 
rush. to-day, Superintendent Martin has made ar- 
rangements to station six toll-takers to receive the 
moucy of the foot passengers alone at either end. 
In any overcrowding ot the footpath the road- 
ways will be used for pedestrians. The number of 
vehicles, Superintendent Martin said, steadily kept 


up, and there was a noticeably larger truck busi- 
ness yesterday than the day before. While people 
patronized the bridge to a large extent in the 
middle of the day, it had been found 
that it owas mainly used by _peopie 
going to und returning from work in the 
morning and early evening. The police force of 
24 men would not be increased. The number was 
thought tobeample. The bridge promised to be 
a great object of interest for excursion parties, 
Mr. Martin said. A man in the southern part of 
New-Jersey had written to see about running 
steamers with excursion parties on board to view 
the bridge. Railroads were also preparing to run 
excursion trains to bring sight-seers. There wasa 
good deal of racing between market wagons in 
the morning. No danger was threatened to the 
bridge, but there were liable to be collisions, and 
the practice was stopped. Men were at work yes- 
terday putting up new lamps to improve the 
lighting. They will be placed on springs, to act 
with the vibrations of the bridge. _Ex-Police Ser- 
geant Ward, of the Sixth Precinct, Brooklyn, was 
appointed yesterday permanent Police Captain of 
the bridge, and took charge last evening. The 
temporary Captain. John Hogland, has retired to 
take charge of the bridge railroad. The regular 
police foree of 25 men will be doubled to-day by 
the addition of 25 temporary policemen, recruited 
from the employes of the bridge. 

The counting of the receipts of Sunday was 
completed yesterday afternoon. They were for 
foot passengers, $1.635 84, and for vehioles, $418 50, 
making atotal of $2,054 84. The New-York side 
eontributed for foot passengers, $864 34, and vehi- 
cles, $213 75. secretary Quintard said that he had 
no doubt 50,000 persons went on the bridge Sunday 
without paying toll. The crush was so great that 
the toll-takers could not make change fast enough 
to accommodate the people, and in order to pre- 
vent a blockade many were allowed to go through 
without paying. The entire business of the bridge 

esterday was about as large as the day before. 

othing has been concluded about the time of the 
removal of the elevated railway station at the 
New-York approach. Col F. Hain, tne General 
Manager of the elevated railway, was asked if 
trains were to run alternately to 
South ferry and City Hall after reaching 
Chatham-square. He said they would not 
under the present condition of things. 
How travelon the elevated railways would be 
affected by the running of cars over the bridge re- 
mained to be seen. Mr. Walter N. DeGrauw, the 
Managing Director of the Union Ferry Company, 
said the receipts were $120 more last Sunday than 
the previous Sunday. That was accounted for by 
poopie walking across the bridge and taking the 
at baek. If the bridge were made free for 
vehieles as well as pedestrians the ferries would be 
ruined. The company would stop business when 
its leases expired, dispose of its property, and 
leave New-York to provide ferry accommodatiuns 
as required under the old English charter.

She pushed her way through the 
crowd on the steamer to her state-room, which 
is on the larboard side of the vessel forward, and 
remained there for about 10 minutes, when she 
made her appearance on deck and stood looking 
out on the throng of people on the pier until the 
Arizona steamed out into the stream.

A DESPAIRING WOMAN'S SUICIDE. 


DELIBERATELY SEEKING DEATH BY FILL- 
ING HER ROOM WITH GASB. 

A pitiful story of destitution and despair 
was unfolded by the records of the Corener’s 
office yesterday. A slip that was filed away among 
others, noting eases of sudden or violent death, 
demanding an investigation by the Coroner, an- 
nounced that during the night Mrs. M. E. Wagenen- 
Mauschwitz had committed suicide at the Summit 
Hotel, in the Bowery, at Canal-street. Little was 
known of the woman at the hotel beyond the fact 
that she was ladylike in her manners and far 
above the average of its guests in points of 
education and intelligence. She has oecupied 


one of the cheaper grade of rooms on the 
second floor sinee Saturday axd had scru- 
pulously settled her hotel aecount every 
night before retiring: The robust housekeeper 
bad taken a kindly interest in her, partly because 
of her forlorn condition and partly because she 
had aided in rendering plain certain letters which 
had been written the former from the Fatherland 
whese contents were not of the most inteliigible 
character. 

On Monday night the woman was seen to enter 
the hotel with a bottle of mucilage and a parcel of 
brown wrapping-paper. She retired to her room, 
and about 2 o’cleck yesterday morning the porter, 
in passing her door, detected a strong edor of 
escaping gas. He rapped, and, receiving no re- 
sponse, burst the dooropen. Afterthe windows had 
been opened and the gas had escaped sufficiently 
to admit of the presence of a light an investica- 
tion was begun. Mrs. Wagenen-Mauschwitz was 
iying dead on the bed fully dressed. She bad de- 
liberately planned suicide.* Every craek about the 
door and window had been pasted over with strips 
of the brown paper, rags had been stuffed in the 
key-hole, and a blanket fastened over the window. 
Articles of furniture had been‘piled against the door, 
and after the woman had thus guarded against 
surprise and the failure of her plans she bad turned 
on the gas at full head and Jain down to die. Pre- 
vious to this she had sealed upa package, supposed 
to contain her jewelry, and addressed it to her sis- 
ter, the wife of Pastor Dillner, at Schlosshenech, 
near Stollhert, Saxony; also a package, whose 
contents are unknown, which was directed to be 
given to the ‘housekeeper in return for her little 
acts of kindness. There waselso letters addressed 
to her sister, complaining of her hard lot in this 
country. Some underclothing, a well-worn suit, 
three pawn-tickets, and a copy of the New Testa- 
ment, with the fifth chapter of Second Corinthians 
marked in red pencilings and a turned down page, 
were contained in a small valise. The police, took 
charge of these and an undertaker removed the 
body to an east side Morgue. 

The Rev. J. W. Geyer, Pastor of the Houston- 
Street Reformed Dutch Chureh, had befriended 
the womar and knew something of her history. 
She was the daughter, he said, of von Mausch- 
witz, once a Minister at the Prussian Court. She 
was born Nov. 25, 1843, and on the day of her 
christening the Princess Wilhelmine was god- 
mother and Secretary Adamie, one of the Court 
attachés, was godfather. Her early education 
was received in the home of a clergyman near 
Berlin. After a course of study at the Royal 
Medical College of Saxony she was awarded, in 
1880.8 diploma as nurse and midwife. The year 
after she came to this country to practice her pro- 
fession. She was uufortunate from the beginning, 
and, finding only oecasional employment, was re- 
dueed to the verge of starvation. If her relatives 
at home knew of her condition they apparently 
extended to ber only the most meagre relief, and 
the deliberate aet of Morday was the result of her 
disappointment and despair. Mr. Geyer said she 
had uncles in the Prussian Army and other rela- 
tives holding high stations in the Government ser- 
vice. Mr. Geyer has arranged for the burial of her 
body in the Lutheran Cemetery to-morrow morn- 


ing.

WILLIAM SCHULTZE IN CUSTODY CHARGED 
WITH ATTEMPTING SUICIDE. 

William Schultze, 18 years old, of No. 380 
Park-avenue, Hoboken, N. J., was a prisoner last 
night in the West Thirtieth-street police-station on 
acharge of attempting to commit suicide. He is 
the youngest son of Mr. Emil Schultze, a wealthy 
importer of wines and brandies at No. 35 Beaver and 
No. 59 Broad street, and is in his employ as a clerk 
and collector. The complaint in the case was 
made by Patrick McNally, the proprietor of a 


shooting gallery at No. 508 Sixth-avenue. He 
states that Schultze came into his place at 5:30 
o’clook last evening, and said that he desired to 
fire at the target. A target rifle was loaded for 
him, but he deciined to use it. saying he wanted a 
revolver. A loaded revolver was handed him and, 
before using it, he asked McNally if it would killa 
man. McNally told him it would, and Schultze 
asked him again if he was sure. On re- 
eeiving a second assurance from Me- 
Nally, young Schultze discharged the  pis- 
tol, alming at the target. He then handed 
the pistol back to McNally and told him to reload 
it. After he received the pisto), MeNaliy says that 
young Schultze turned the pistol deliberately to- 
ward bis forehead and fired it. The weapon was 
discharged. but the bullet missed its mark and 
lodged in the ceiling. McNally called in s police- 
man and gave young Sebultze intocustody. The 
prisoner said that the charge against him 
was absurd: that the discharge of the 

istol was an accident and occurred while 

e was raising the pistol for the purpose 
of aiming atthe farget. McNally, however, per- 
sisted in his complaint, and Schultze was locked 
up. Anelder brother, who came to tbe station- 
house in response to a telegram from Capt. Wil- 
liams, said that William had been paying atten- 
tions to a young lady in Hoboken who had rejected 
his addresses, and that he was despondent in con- 
sequence. He also told Capt. Williams that another 
brother had attempted suicide in Connecticut 
sometime ago. His friends secured the presence 
of Police Justice Gardner at the station-house, and 
Emil Heim, who keeps a restaurant at No. 19 West 
Twenty-seventh-street, gave $1,000 bail for the ap- 
pearance of the accused man at the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Police Court this morning. Young Sekultze 
was thereupon liberated and went home with his 
father. The latter said that he did not believe his 
son had attempted to commit suicide, as there was 
no reason for sueh an act.
